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SMALL ARMS COMPETITIONS FOR 1897. 

Now that the small arms competitions for 1897 are 
over, it is in order to ask that the officers in charge of 
these respective competitions report facts and submit 
recommendations. All of the competitions are supposed 
to have been regulated by the requirements of G. O. No. 
36, A. G. O., June 11, 1897. Were they? How about 
the trigger pull? See par. 632, Blunt’s Small Arms Fir- 
ing Regulations, as modified to read: “The trigger pull 
must always be 4%4 pounds, and will be tested, holding 
the barrel vertically, by each competitor, under the 
supervision of a range officer, or scorers, before firing, 
each day and at each range.” 

Again, par. 630 says: “In the authorized competitions 
officers and men will use the rifle or carbine as issued 
by the Ordnance Department, ete.” 

Query. Does the Department which has in charge the 
fabrication of our magazine rifles and carbines claim 
that the arm will sustain a weight of 4% pounds upon 
the trigger? Most competitors prefer a light trigger 
pull for reasons known to every rifleman. Attention is 
invited to the tests made at Fort Keogh, Mont., prior to 
the Dept. of Dakota Infantry Competition there, Sept. 
13, by Col. John C. Bates, 2d Inf., and by Capt. Philip 
Reade, 3d Inf., aided by Lieut. Henry L. McCorkle, 
25th Inf., and Ord. Sergt. Loveland. 

An officer has furnished us with clippings from a pa- 
per publishing results of these tests, vouching for the 
fact that these newspaper articles are correct, and the 
statements regarding the trigger pull tests made by the 
officers named are statements of fact accurate in detail. 
The averments that the percentage of the rifles and car- 
bines tested would not meet the requirements of the pre- 
scribed standard, viz., 444 pounds, are sustained by the 
official reports of the officers in charge of the competi- 
tion. The tests included five new unused magazine rifles, 
sent direct from the Springfield Armory for use in the 
Dept. of Dakota competition. Of the five rifles only one 
stood the test’ hence, many are asking whether like 
trigger tests were made elsewhere, and if “yes,” what 
are the results in other departmental competitions? 

It is understood that the regulations governing the use 
of our small arms are still in an embryonic condition. 
The board of officers upon whose report G. O. No. 36, 
c. s., A. G. O., was issued confessedly had but little time 
for experimental trial of the cal. .30, U. S. magazine 
rifle, model 1892. The necessity for amended regula- 
tions was pressing; the target practice season was at 
hand and a report had to be rendered within a prescribed 
time. The Commanding General of the Army in his in- 
dorsement of May 4, explicitly left a complete revision 
of the S. A. F. R. until the result of a year's experience 
had been had. Then G. O. No. 36 was promulgated. 
Now is the time for the presentation of fact and of 
recommendation regarding the entire subject of the re- 
vision of Blunt. The Ordnance Department has a right 
to know: the talented author of our standard S. A. F. 
R. has a right to know; and such authorities:as Col. 
Bates," Maj. Chaffee, Lieut. Van Vliet and Capt. Mal- 
lory are interested in knowing what the consensus of 
opinion in the Army is regarding the rifle or carbine, its 
ammunition and the methods and regulations now exist- 
ing for the use of the tools that are put into the hands 
of our soldiers. 

The identification of the soldier with his rifle, consid- 
ered as a firearm of projection, has not been as thor- 
ough during the past three of four years as in the period 
when the Springtield was the service weapon. The con- 
servatism and the attachment of a soldier for a gun that 
has been used by him, or his comrades, for many years, 
is hard to overcome. 

It is not a question for the soldier to decide whether 
the present weapon is the best weapon. It is his duty to 
get the best results possible out of it without carping 
criticism or prejudiced comparison, but it is to be hoped 
that the decadence of small arms firing has reached its 
lowest point. 

Many officers will remember when it was not a mat- 
ter of reproach that soldiers enlisted, served out their 
periods of enlistment, and were discharged without hav- 
ing been instructed and made to practice in the phases 
of small arms firings introduced by a few enthusiasts 
and worked at until “target practice” became a fad, just 
as signal practice had been. 

A soldier who cannot shoot and hit with measurable 
accuracy what he aims at is not good for much in battle 
action. He ceases to be a serious menace in peace 
times. The first object of infantry is to hit, the second 
is to hit, and the third is to hit. This object can only be 
obtained by constant and systematic training both in tar- 
get practice and in fire discipline. Why not have the 
annual Army Register contain the names of all distin- 
guished marksmen in the Army, and add some mark to 
designate each officer, as shown by corps or regiments, 
who has qualified as a sharpshooter or distinguished 
marksman, and the year in which such qualification or 
distinction was acquired? 

The value of all weapons depends on the man using 
them; the value of all methods of procedure depends on 
the training, discipline and characteristics of the men 
and officers who employ them. On the battlefield the 
who not received the marksman’s training 
will be as useless asa woman. We need brain as well 
as brawn in rifle firing. The company and the range are 
the rehearsal; the battle is the arena. Mere superiority 
of armament is not everything; the French and the 
Turks know this, as opposed to the Germans and the 
Russians. The effective use of a rifle Should not be im- 
peded by a form of drill. The effective value of a sol- 
@dier is determined by his skill in the use of his rifle, and 
instruction and practice in its use is of primary import-

There are many Who insist that th® present rifle should 
have a wind gauge, and that winners of gold medals who 
elect to receive in lieu‘a rifle or cafbine of special design 
and superior workmanship, provided with the most im- 
proved sights, should be permitted to use the arm in fu- 
ture competitions with men of their own Class using the 
same special rifle. 

Medals won in competition, or prizes authorized to be 
received in lieu thereof, need not be presented at place 
where won in the presence of disappointed competitors, 
all in full dress uniform; to the latter it’s too much like 
serving asmournersat their own funerals. Let the official 
announcement be made at the place of competition. Do 
not prescribe full dress uniforms. After the medals have 
been engraved, let them be presented on the parade 
ground of the respective winners in the presence of their 
own comrades and their own officers. Under the pres- 
ent skirmish regulations volley firing is made compulsory 
at 500, also at 600 yards; but no penalty is prescribed 
for a competitor who fails to fire at the command of ex- 
ecution of the range officer, or who anticipates the com- 
mand. There should be a penalty for both of these dis- 
obediences. The paper silhouettes are longer than the 
steel frames of the figure targets. They should be of 
the same size. The frame is the target, but the skir- 
misher don’t see the frame. He does see the silhouette. 
If he hits what he sees and what he aims at, no hit 
should be counted a miss, even if the projectile does not 
hit the frame or pass within it. A remedy is to trim the 
silhouettes to the size of the frame. The better way 
would be to originally make them, i. e., the frame and 
the silhouette, of the same size. 

We shall be glad to publish any criticisms that practi- 
cal experience may suggest with reference to the U. 8. 
magazine rifle, carbine or ammunition, or any opinions 
our readers may have to offer as to the present system 
of small arms instruction and practice, or the present 
requirements for rifle, carbine or revolver competitions. 
Much good to the service has resulted from sugges- 
tions concerning improvements, which have appeared 
from time to time in the columns of the “Army and 
Navy Journal.” 

In a speech made on the occasion of the distribution 
of prizes at the last All-Ireland rifle meeting at the Cur- 
ragh Camp, Gen. Lord Roberts, one of the most experi- 
enced of British soldiers, said: “The general principle I 
have always kept in view is, not only that drill and dis- 
cipline can and should help musketry, but that musketry, 
when properly conducted, can and should help drill and 
discipline. I am now speaking of peace-range musketry 
and barrack-square drill, but I firmly believe that, under 
service conditions, while drill and discipline are essential 
to good shooting, the act of shooting itself may be so car- 
ried out as to sustain morale and discipline far beyond 
the stage at which they would otherwise tend to give 
way. In fact, and I speak from what I have seen, not 
only ammunition but also discipline itself is apt to melt 
away very rapidly under the pernicious influence of un- 
restrained firing. Whereas, when backed by the contin- 
uous assertion of authority, as laid down in the regula- 
tions for collective fire, morale and steadiness will stand 
the severest strain, and—a very important point—there 
is infinitely less chance of the pouches being prematurely 
emptied. I hope you will understand that, while strong- 
ly advocating the necessity for paying attention to col- 
lective fire, I consider that perfect individual shooting is 
most important; for is it not evident that if a section 
is to fire good volleys the units composing it must be 
‘good individual shots? As a matter of fact the success- 
ful individual marksman, combining as he does 
nerve, patience, and judgment, is a person who com- 
mands my highest admiration.” 

This point was illustrated by recent experiences in In- 
dia, when 300 native soldiers, under the guidance of 
their native officers putting in practice what had been 
instilled into them by their training in time of peace, 
were able to retire in perfect order for three whole miles, 
taking up position after position, and keeping the enemy 
at bay by their volley firing, until they reached a place 
where they determined to make a stand until reinforce- 
ments could arrive. 

General Roberts referred to the great change which he

had witnessed im British Army opinion  con- 
cerning rifle practice during the past’ twenty 
years. When opposing lines had to approach to 


within some eighty yards of each otuer before they could 
open fire with any chance of hitting one another, there 
was much to be urged in support of the theory that 
marksmanship was but a small matter in comparison 
with drill. This theory long outlived the conditions 
which had given it birth and, as lately as twenty years 
ago, there were many commanding officers who looked 
upon target practice as an unnecessary nuisance, forced 
upon them by the authorities to the detriment of drill, 
and therefore of service efficiency. The experience 
gained in the wars of recent years showed so clearly the 
fallacy of this theory that the value of good shooting 
has been frankly acknowledged.

or ne’er-do-wells, that delusion is now dispelled, and 
each spectator is prepared to try conclusions with any 
one who scoffs at the soldier. “J’aime le militaire” js 
henceforth the motto of Kansas City. The president of 
the association under whose auspices the performance js 
given, and who is also the president of the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas Trust Co., and president of the Kan-

This is certainly very gratifying, and it is also very 
significant, showing as it does how quick public senti- 
ment is to appreciate the Army whenever it has an op- 
portunity to make itself known. During their visit to 
Kansas City the officers were the guests of honor at 
dinners, luncheons, dances and other entertainments, 
the whole concluding with a dinner and ball given by 
Mrs. A. B. Stilwell at Fairmount, in honor of the offi- 
cers and their wives. Capt. Knox will, in accordance 
with orders, make a report to Washington which will do 
much to influence the determination of the 
War Department with reference to similar ex- 
hibitions in the future. We can easily understand 
that objections to them may arise in the minds of many, 
but we believe that on the whole they will prove of sery- 
ice to the Army. The old saying, “Out of sight, out of 
mind,” applies here, and those who have been brought 
into contact with representatives of the Army are more 
easily convinced than others that it is composed of an 
honorable, high-minded, well-trained and efficient body 
of citizens who bear no resemblance whatever to the 
popular misconceptions concerning the soldier. 

Describing the cavalry exhibition at the Horse Show 
the Kansas City “Star” says: “It was inspiring to see 
these grimy troopers going through their practices. When 
they marched in it was like a picture by Frederic Rem- 
ington. The different troops were easily distinguishable. 
There were six chargers from the black horse troop, 
which led the way, the six from the gray horse troop and 
the dozen or eighteen bays. As they entered, four 
abreast, at a trot, and Capt. T. T. Knox waved his men 
to the side of the tanbark inclosure facing the packed 
stand, there was a mighty roar of welcome. The cav- 
alry was in two divisions with Lieuts. Arnold and Saw- 
telle in command. On account of the small inclosure 
Capt. Knox did not use the bugle. The ruddy-faced 
commander was seated on an old drill horse, which he 
rode with loose rein and which did not take a bit of his 
attention from directing the evolutions. 

‘“T am told this is the best drilled body of cavalry in 
the United States,’ remarked a man standing in the 
promenade. Of course he was told nothing of the kind. 
He guessed it when he saw the performance. Yet they 
have drilled only month together, and the soft tanbark 
is miserable footing for the horses and worse for the 
men. The bugler is used for the command to make the 
horses lie down, because the animals know what the 
blasts from the bugle mean. Many of them keel over on 
the side without urging, while a few are determined to 
stand. As each stubborn one gets a crick in his neck 
from the twist the rider gives it and flops over, there is 
applause from the crowd for the successful cavalier. 

“A riderless horse, dashing back to the other end of 
the arena with the attacking party, calls attention to a 
man lying face downward on the tanbark. If the horses 
had shivered, a double-distilled shiver runs over the 
crowd now. Men may be hurt, even in play. But the 
roar that follows when two of the men dash out to the 
‘wounded’ soldier, stoop from their horses, lift him by 
the arms to the neck of one of the horses and the rider 
carries him back to his comrades shows that the spec 
tators appreciate the play. 

“*What I like about this,’ remarked one, perhaps more, 
of the 7,000 ‘is that the officers have to do what they ask 
of the men.’ He referred to Lieuts. Sawtelle and Arnold, 
who were now, in common with the men, unfastening 
the cinches to their saddles and crossing the stirrups. 
Hurdles had been placed in the center of the arena, and 
although the crowd jeered when the green mounts of 
the young officers refused the hurdle on the first trial. it 
went wild when the troopers, twenty-four abreast, stood 
in their stirrups like Cossacks and cleared the hurdle to 
gether. And the Lieutenants have to do what the men 
do. Is it any wonder cadets must ride two months bare 
back before they are allowed a saddle at West Point” 

“When Lieut. Sawtelle returns after leading a saber 
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charge over the hurdle he stabs his big felt sunshade 
lying on the ground as he passes at a gallop. The men 
jean over and pick up with their hands the hats they 
jose. ‘Did you see that rider shake his head in order to 
jose his hat,’ asks a man. ‘I saw Gen. Custer drop his 
hat purposely right in front of the President’s stand dur- 
ing an inauguration as he led the troops, and then sweep 
by at a gallop and pick it up just for effect.’ i 

‘The artillery, under Lieut. W. P. Newcomb, was 
greatly hampered by the small space and the soft arena, 
which tired the artillery horses. It was very hard pull- 
ing. The platoon dashed about, giving great exhibitions 
of speed in executing the command ‘in battery,’ and 
like evolutions. It can stop while going at a gallop, pre- 
pare the guns for firing and be on the gallop again inside 
ef two minutes. What caught the crowd was the pre- 
cision with which the men mounted the caissons after 
running back to these carriages, after firing a shot. The 
elock-like swing over the wheels of the feet of the two 
outside men as they whirled and faced the horses brought 
applause every time. 

“The observations of Capt. Knox show that the aver- 
age attendant at the show is not a critic on army tactics 
and is pleased more by the showy features than by the 
dificult acts of the cavalrymen. The presence of the 
military is giving more people an insight into the duties 
and abilities of Uncle Sam’s horsemen and artillerymen 
in a short space of time than all the visits and excur- 
sions to the forts that could be taken in five years. 

“Some of the tactics shown by Capt. Knox’s command 
have been a surprise to even regular Army men who 
have been out of active drill work for a few years. Capt. 
A. L. Smith, who is stationed at Kansas City in charge 
of the Subsistence Department, served for years in the 
cavalry. He says he never before saw a troop of horses 
lie down for barricades. ‘I have seen officers try for 
weeks to make horses do that,’ he said yesterday, ‘but 
never With success.’ 

“Each of the eight troops of cavalry at Fort Riley 
does this maneuver in regular order. Undoubtedly the 
military is the attraction of the show. In.fact, it is the 
Nevertheless, it was kept standing in the sun 
yesterday from 5 o'clock till 5:40 waiting to give its ex- 
hibition, while classes with from three to six contest- 
ants were called and judged in the ring. Thus the mil- 
itary evolutions were cut down to about thirty minutes.” 
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ARMY BSTIMATES AND REPORTS. 

The forthcoming estimates of the Secretary of War 
will be interesting reading to the Army and to the coun- 
try and after their publication we expect to see numer- 
us references in the public prints to the “enormous” 
cost of the military establishment. A well-known maga- 
zine Which published several weeks ago a statement con- 
cerning the expenses of the Army, included the appro- 
priations made for river and harbor work, for soldiers’ 
homes, ete., matters with which, of course, the Army has 
nothing to do. Yet, it was gravely stated that the mili- 
tary establishment was tremendously expensive, costing 
about fifty millions for each year. This statement was 


reprinted in a number of daily papers throughout the 
country and we suppose that rural representatives have 
scratched their heads over the figures and declared that 


this sum would be reduced when the Army appropria- 
tion bill came up for discussion during the next Con- 
gress, 

Such a display of ignorance is inexcusable. A careful 
reading of the general appropriation laws enacted by the 
last Congress would have shown that the cost of the 
Army proper is between twenty-three and twenty-five 
millions of dollars annually. We understand that the 
estimates which Secretary Alger will submit for the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1899, will be a couple of million 
dollars larger than the appropriations for the present 
fiscal year, the increase being necessary to prevent a de- 
ficiency in the pay of the Army and to make several 
needed improvements. Half a dozen years ago there 
Was a large number of vacancies in each regiment; to- 
day there is an average of but one vacancy to each com- 
pany, and consequently the appropriation for the pay of 
the Army during the present fiscal year is insufficient, 
inl a deficiency is already assured. Secretary Alger 
(loes not propose that there shall be any further defi- 
‘lencies during his administration, and therefore will 
make his estimates in this connection large enough to 
insure the payment of each officer and man when his 
pay falls due. Notwithstanding the increase in the War 
Department estimates, the cost of the Army proper will 
tot be more than $25,000,000 during the next fiscal year. 

Paymaster General Stanton, in his annual report, 
which he has just transmitted to the Secretary of War, 
asks for $95,927.45 to meet a deficiency. There will be 
‘ further deficiency in the accounts of the Pay Depart- 
ment of $500,000, on July 1, 1898, unless the appropria- 
‘ion is inereased. The private soldiers’ deposits, amount- 
tg in 1877 to $328,585, have increased to $535,392. In 
INSTT the number of depositors was 5,524; in 1897, 17,878. 
‘en, Stanton reports that the existing check and envel- 
‘pe system of paying the troops is very unpopular and 
‘satisfactory, and urges the establishment of a bureau 
of disbursements having a corps of officers commissioned 
‘nd bonded, whose duties shall be to disburse the money 
‘ppropriated for the Army. 

The annual report of Commissary General Sullivan 
shows that it cost $1,972,702.83 to subsist the Army in 
1896-7; $86,754.84 was expended in settling accounts for 
Previous years and $71,170.70 for relief of the sufferers 
‘'y the Mississippi and Red River floods. An account is 
fiven in the report of the trial of the emergency ration 
by Troop BE, 1st Cavalry, already reported here. For 


the relief of the sufferers by flood $11,366.66 was dis- 


bursed by Maj. H. G. Sharpe, C. S.; $12,891.57 by Cap- 
tain D. L. Brainard, C. S.; $44,973.35 by Capt. Geo. B. 
Davis, ©. S., besides $6,649.79 disbursed by civil au- 
thorities. In all 944,257 rations were distributed by the 
three officers and 424,076 forage rations. 

The distribution by Maj. Sharpe was generally made 
upon the basis of the so-called “plantation ration,” con- 
sisting of 7 ounces of salt meat, 26 ounces of corn meal, 
and one-half pint of molasses. The distribution by Capt. 
Davis was also upon the basis, generally, of a planta- 
tion allowance, consisting of 3 pounds of pork, 12 pounds 
of corn meal, and one-half pint of molasses where there 
were children, per person per week, in the case of chil- 
dren the molasses in a measure taking the place of pork. 
The distribution by Capt. Brainard was upon the basis, 
generally, of 8 ounces of salt meat, 16 ounces of corn 
meal and 1 gill of molasses. The cost of the ration 
varied between 2,938 cents and 5,1336 cents. After the 
payment of a small amount for clerical services and 
other small expenses in addition to the above, the unex- 
pended portion of the appropriation of $200,000 will be 
carried as an entirety to the surplus fund. 

Sales to officers reported as credit sales and not de- 
ducted on pay accounts amount to $86.94; the sales to 
enlisted men on credit amounted to $1,646.26. 

General Sullivan asks for a rearrangement of his cler- 
ical force in accordance with a scheme he presents. 

Q. M. Gen. Weeks, in his annual report, recommends 
the erection of a suitable fireproof building at Wash- 
ington to contain the records of all the executive de- 
partments. The appropriation for the Quartermaster’s 
Department for the last fiscal year were over $8,000,- 
000 of which about $2,000,000 remained unexpended at 
the close of the year. The cost of sending troops to the 
inauguration on March 4, to New York City on the oc- 
casion of the Grant monument ceremonies, and several 
other movements of troops, cost $182,640.99. 

Judge Advocate General Lieber, in his annual report 
to the Secretary of War, states that during the past 
fiscal year there were 1,384 trials by court martial, being 
a decrease of 102. The number of convictions of deser- 
tion was 244, a decrease of 12, as compared with the 
preceding year, and of 274 as compared with the year 
ending June 30, 1894. The Judge Advocate General rec- 
ommends the enactment of legislation for the establish- 
ment of a proper system of ordinary criminal jurisdiction 
in military reservations and other places held by the 
United States, and to extend the jurisdiction of the ar- 
ticles of war over discharged soldiers held as prisoners 
under sentence of court martial. He also recommends 
an increase in the present reward for the apprehension of 
deserters. 

Five million dollars have been asked by Brig. Gen. 
Wilson, Chief of Engineers, for continuing the work on 
seacoast fortifications. This estimate has been sub- 
mitted with others for river and harbor work, which 
Gen. Wilson presented to the Secretary on Sept. 13. Sec- 
retary Alger has not yet had time to give full attention 
to the estimates, but it is expected he will take them up 
next week. Besides the estimate which Gen. Wilson 
has submitted, it is understood that the estimates of 
Brig. Gen. Flagler, Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, 
are not much less than those he presented last year— 
$4,832,000. Congress therefore will be called upon to 
make an appropriation of about $10,000,000 for the es- 
tablishment of fortifications. 

The estimate of $5,000,000 which Gen. Wilson has 
made is for gun and mortar batteries. An additional es- 
timate is submitted for submarine defenses and for sites, 
but it is comparatively small. Gen. Wilson believes that 
the Department should keep to itself all information as 
to the points where the money he wants shall be ex- 
pended and it is understood that the Department will 
decline to make this information public. It is generally 
understood, however, that the Department proposes to 
spend the bulk of the money in fortifying Boston, New 
York and San Francisco harbors first and then provision 
will be made for the lesser cities. Of course, with the 
sum which will be available, a great deal of work can 
be done. The appropriations made by Congress in the 
past for coast defense purposes have been utilized in 
making provision for the following: One hundred and 
sixty-three high power gun displacements; 129 rapid fire 
gun displacements; 300 12-inch mortar emplacements; 
358 high power steel guns; 97 rapid fire guns; 290 12- 
inch mortars: 180 8, 10 and 12-inch carriages, and 290 
12-inch mortar carriages. Should Congress appropriate 
the amount which Gen. Wilson asks for, he will be able 
to make provision for 51 emplacements for high power 
guns. 113 for rapid fire guns and 144 for 12-inch mortars.

WHAT GEN. MILES HAS SEEN. 


Gen. Nelson A. Miles, commander of the United States 
Army,sailed for America last week on the St. Louis, hav- 
ing completed an official tour of Europe, extending over 
four months. Before leaving London Gen. Miles gave out 
an interview at the Buckingham Palace Hotel, in which 
he said: “My visit to Burope has been most interesting 
and informing. I have seen nearly 400,000 men of the dif- 
ferent European armies engaged in maneuvers—40,000 
Russians, at Krasnoeszelo; 120,000 Germans, at Hom- 
burg; 70,000 French, at St. Quentin; 40,000 English, at 
Aldershot, and others at different places. There is only 
that difference between armies that there is between 
the peoples to which they belong. For practical purposes 
of war they are the same. I was as much impressed 
by the sturdy appearance of the Russian soldiers and 
their precision in discipline as by the high intelligence 
and fine education of their officers. 

“The effects of compulsory service is most marked ‘in 
Germany, which virtually is a huge military camp, where 
every able-bodied man is a soldier. The Germans are 
ahead of the other European countries in artillery, but 
as soldiers I should say they are not better than the Rus- 
sians, the French or the English. 

“The French army now is in fine condition. While 
they do not make so grand a show spectacularly, in their 
spirit, discipline and zealous attention to duty—in fact, 
in all the military essentials, they stand on an equal 
footing with the best soldiers in Europe. The battles of 
the future, as of the past, will be determined by the skill 
of the commanders and the fortitude and patriotism of 
the troops engaged, not by any mechanical advantage 
possessed, at present. at any rate by any particular 
army. 

“I was much struck by the enormous amount of treas- 
ure expended and labor employed in connection with the 
armaments of Europe. At least 100,000 men are em- 
ployed every day manufacturing munitions of war. 
and the rivalry between different manufacturers in dif- 
ferent countries is so keen that each keeps pace with the 
other. 

“By the way, one of the most interesting things I 
saw was the building of the great ocean liner Oceanic, 
at Harlan & Wolff's, in Belfast. She looks gigantic on 
the stocks and is to be seventeen feet longer than the 
Great Eastern. 

“T have had a varied and pleasant tour, have been re- 
ceived with marked civility and courtesy in the capitals 
of Europe and have studied their institutions, but I re- 
turn home more convinced than ever that we have’ the 
best system of government on earth, and I shall be proud 
to resume my place in our great republic.”

Considerable comment has been excited in naval cir- 
cles for some time past over the controversy between 
Capt. P. H. Cooper, Superintendent of the Naval Acad- 
emy, and former Representative Francis Wilson, in re- 
gard to the treatment of engineer cadets at the Naval 
Academy. Mr. Wilson was a member of the Board of 
Visitors to the Naval Academy, and while at Annapolis 
talked with some of the engineer cadets in regard to 
their general work and was astonished, he said, recently 
to the “Army and Navy Journal” correspondent, to find 
that at the time of President McKinley’s visit to the 
Academy in June, the cadets of the Engineer Division 
had been ordered to proceed to their rooms and remain 
there until the President had gone. Mr. Wilson brought 
the matter to the attention of Mr. Roosevelt while that 
official was Acting Secretary, and a letter was sent to 
Capt. Cooper, setting forth Mr. Wilson’s statement, and 
asking for an explanation. The reply of Capt. Cooper, 
which has been received, is to the effect that at the 
time of the President’s visit, the engineer cadets were 
on the left of the line and saw Mr. McKinley just the 
same as the line cadets. The opinion of the Department 
in the case is shown by the fact that it is generally 
understood that it is proposed by Secretary Long to re- 
tain Capt. Cooper at Annapolis as the Superintendent 
for his full term of four years, which expires next fall. 
Line officers in discussing the representations of Mr. 
Wilson say he may have been deceived as a result of 
the enforcement of regulations for the government of 
the Academy. One of these prescribe that cadets when 
on the sick and excused lists shall, when drills are being 
conducted, remain in their rooms. It is said that if the 
cadets not participating in the drills should lounge about 
the drill grounds while their colleagues were at work, 
discipline might be affected. It is possible the line offi- 
cers urge that Mr. Wilson may have talked to an ex- 
ensed cadet and gotten the idea that because he be- 
longed to the engineer division he had been placed on 
that list and sent to his room. 

President McKinley reached Annapolis on April 10 
and expressed a desire to review the cadets. Capt. 
Cooper accordingly issued the necessary orders and the 
battalion fell in with the first class cadets of the en- 
gineer’s division on the left of the line. A letter was 
presented to Capt. Cooper on the following day by Chief 
Engr. Charles Rae, who at the time was on duty at the 
Academy, charging that the engineer cadets had been 
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detached from their position in the line and ordefed to 
their rooms, there to remain until the President’s de- 
parture, and protesting against the orders which com- 
pelled them to take this course. Capt. Cooper, it is 
said, never replied to this communication and the mat- 
ter rester until Representative Wilson reached the Naval 
Academy with the Board of Visitors. Mr. Wilson states 
that while strolling around the grounds during his visit 
he met a line cadet, who, in answer to a question, de- 
clared he would never be an engineer cadet for the rea- 
son that they were subject to great discrimination. The 
line cadet, it is charged, then spoke of the incident re- 
ported by Mr. Rae. Mr. Wilson brought it to the at- 
tention of the board and Lieut. F. 8S, Leiper, on duty at 
the Academy, is said to have confirmed what the Brook- 
lyn representative had heard. Capt. Cooper, in his com- 
munications to the Navy Department, in which he de- 
nies the charge, states that he has the evidence of the 
Commandant of Cadets and of several cadets to support 
his assertion that the engineer cadets were on the left 
of the line during the review. 


TRANSFERRING INFANTRY AND ARTILLERY. 
As faithful chroniclers we announced last week that a 
proposition was beforethe War Department to transform 
some of our infantry regiments into artillery. We cannot 
favor such a scheme, for we are quite sure that the re- 
sult of an attempt to carry it out will be to prevent the 
very necessary increase in the artillery and introduce 
into the question of increase a most disturbing element. 
It would not be just to the officers of artillery, who have 
waited so long (we cannot add, and so patiently) for their 
promotiou, to permit officers of another arm to outrank 
them. Ii this were done we fear that suicide would be- 
come as common in our artillery service as it is said to be 
in the German Army. Doth not hope deferred make the 
heart sick? : : 

The artillery has the honor of possessing an officer 
who is probably the oldest subaltern in the known world, 
he having waited a full generation, thirty-four qoors, for 
his double bars, and not yet received them. The slow- 
ness of promotion in the artillery is shown by the fact 
that the senior colonel of infantry entered the service 
three years after his compeer of the artillery, and at- 
tained command of a regiment eight years before him. 
The comparison between our five senior colonels of in- 
fantry and the five colonels of artillery, shows that the 
five senior colonels of infantry entered the service in 
1861, 1861, 1861, 1861 and 1861, and were promoted in 
1886, 1890, 1891, 1891, and 1891. The five colonels of 
artillery entered in 1858, 1859, 1860, 1858 and 1861, and 
were promoted in 1894, 1896, 1896, 1897 and 1897. The 
average service of these five colonels of infantry before 
their promotion was 29 2-5 years and that of the 
five colonels of artillery 37 1-5 years. If 
there are any additions made to the artillery they should 
be from the bottom, and not from the top. 

Aside from this it cannot be reasonably argued that 
we have too much infantry. The uniform and unvary- 
ing policy of the “Army and Navy Journal” has been 
to build up each arm of the service, without tearing down 
any other arm for the purpose of obtaining the material 
for reconstruction. The day will come when the wisdom 
of this policy will be made apparent, even to the unin- 
structed civilian. We are quite disposed to admit that we 
might have a better military system, but such as it is 
we must make the best of it and no man can reasonably 
argue that it goes beyond the requirements of the coun- 
try or imposes too heavy «a burden upon the taxpayer. 
The single city of New York has on its payroll a much 
larger number of officials than the Army of the United 
States, and the need of troops grows with the growth of 
the country. There may be a question as to how we can 
best employ the troops we have, but that question does 
not involve the destruction of a single regiment, com- 
pany or troop.

LIBERAL TREATMENT FOR THE SERVICES. 


We note with much satisfaction that Secretary Alger 
and Secretary Long have determined not to attempt to 
reduce the estimates of their chiefs of bureaus to such 
an extent as to create deficiencies and that both of the 
secretaries are determined to recommend an increase of 
their respective establishments which will be beneficial 
alike to the personnel of both services. Secretary Alger 
has not-yet given careful consideration to the various esti- 
mates which have been laid before him, but, as we state 
in another column, their aggregate will be greater than 
that presented by Mr. Lamont last year. The same is 
true of Secretary Long. The Secretary, we understand, 
has directed that the various estimates which have beeu 
submitted to him by his chiefs of bureaus be sent to the 

easury in practically the same shape as when he re- 
ceived them. Particularly is this true of the estimates 
presented by Capt. Chas. O'Neil, his Chief of Ordnance. 

‘apt. O'Neil asked for $1,000,000 for the purchase of am- 

munition to be used in supplying Navy ships during the 
next fiscal year; $500,000 to be used in adding to the 
reserve supply of ammunition, for commencing which 
Congress, during the last session, appropriated $500,000; 
$4,000,000 for armor for the battleships Illinois, Alabama 
and Wisconsin, computed at $300 per ton, for armament 
and for settling with the Carnegie and Bethlehem Com- 
panies for the armor for the Kearsarge and Kentucky; 
and $500,000 for securing additional guns for auxiliary 
cruisers. Engr.-in-Chief Melville asked for $1,000,000 to 
be. used in making repairs to ships and Chief Naval 
Constr. Hichborn asked for $2,500,000. The Secretary 
has practically determined to present these estimates to 
the Treasury Department in their entirety. 

So far as an increase of the Army and Navy is con- 
cerned, the Administration is bound by the platform upon 
which it was elected to provide for the enlargement of 
these establishments. Ete peace and security of the 
Republie,”’ the platform reads, “and the maintenance of 
its rightful influence among the nations of the earth de- 
mand a naval power commensurate with its position and 
responsibility. We therefore favor the continued en- 
largement of the Navy and a complete system of harbor 
and seacoast defenses.” ‘While I_am_ conservative,” 
said Secretary Long, recently, “the Republican party is 
bound by the plank in the Republican platform and that 
plank will have to be observed.” 

Secretary Alger is credited with making a simiiar 
statement with reference to securing ‘a complete system 
of harbor and seacoast defenses.” But, further than 
this, Secretary Alger has announced that he will recom- 
mend to Congress that the Army be increased by two regi- 
ments of artillery to take care of the fortifications and 
guns. which are being erected. We therefore feel confi- 
dent that both the Army and Navy have much to ex- 
ect from the forthcoming reports of Secretary Alger and 
Secretary Long; and, furthermore, we expect that both 
the War and Navy Departments will bring pressure upon 
Congress which will insure the adoption of many of the 
recommendations which will be adopted. 

The War Department has prepared a bill to increase 
the pay of non-commission officers of the line and 
staff of the Army, It will be submitted as a substitute 
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for the Sewell bill. An important feature of the meas- 
ure is that it confers its benefits upon retired non-com- 
missioned officers, something which former Adjt. Gen. 
Ruggles strongly opposed. The rates of pay which it 
specifies are the same for the line non-commissioned offi- 
cers as those proposed by Senator Sewell. 





HEALTH OF THE ARMY. 


In his annual report Surg. Gen. Sternberg states that 
he has on hand $54,417.26 of his appropriation. Of this 
$30,000 will be required to meet obligations incurred, 
leaving a balance of $26,417.26 to be turned into the 
Treasury. 

The health of the Army during the year has been excel- 
lent, practically the same as in 1895, which had the best 
record of any year up to that date. The numbers per 1,000 
on the sick report were 1,110.39 in 1896; 1,110.22 in 1895, 
and 1,089.73 in 1894. The slight increase over 1894, the 
lowest on record, is due to an excess of injuries, the ad- 
mission rate for disease being lower. The death rate 
was 5.44 per thousand of the strength, not much higher 
than that of the previous year and much lower than 
the average for the previous ten years. The correspond- 
ing rates from disease were 3.83, 3.55 and 5.10; from in- 
jury, 1.62, 1.61 and 2.41. The chief improvement in health 
has been among the colored troops, their admission rate 
for all causes being 868.88 per 1,000 of strength, as com- 
pared with 1,132.49 among the whites, 915.88 among 
themselves in the previous year, and with 1,368.64, their 
own annual average for the previous decade, the annual 
uverage of white troops having been 1,284.95. The non- 
efficiency from all causes among the colored troops was 
25.75 per thousand of strength, as compared with 84.72 
among the white troops. The colored soldier lost 9.42 
days from disability, the white soldier 12.71, and the 
average time of treatment of each case was among the 
colored troops 10.84 days, among the whites 11.22 days. 
The causes of disability from which the colored men suf- 
fered less than the white troops were malarial fevers, 
venereal diseases, alcoholism, diarrhasa and _ injuries; 
those from which they suffered more were neuralgia, 
rheumatism and myalgia, tonsilitis, colic and constipa- 
tion, conjunctivitis and pneumonia. 

The highest admission rate was in the Department of 
the East, 1,246.37; the lowest in the Department of Cal- 
ifornia, 762.18. It was above the average in the De- 
partments of Texas, Platte, Colorado and Missouri; be- 
low it in Columbia and Dakota. The rate of non-efficien- 
cy was above the average of 33.97 in the Departments of 
Missouri, Texas and Platte; below in the East, Colorado, 
Dakota, Columbia and California. The highest was 
in the Department of Missouri, 37.23: the lowest in the 
Department of California, 24.02 per 1,000 of strength. 

The death rate in the Department of Texas, 9.28 per 
thousand of strength, was considerably higher than the 
average of the Army, 5.44. In the Departments of the 
Missouri, the Colorado and the Platte is was slightly 
above the average; in Dakota, the East, California and 
the Columbia, below the average, the rate of the Colum- 
hia being only 2.01 per thousand of strength. Altogeth- 
er the Department of Texas has the worst record and 
the Department of California the best. Washington Bar- 
racks (2,250.71), Fort Myer (2.250.80), continue to hold 
the championship for unhealthiness, malaria being the 
chief infection, due to the Potomac marshes. Follow- 
ing Fort Myer are Fort Clark and Camp Eagle Pass, 
Texas, each with over 1,900 entries per thonsand of 
strength; Fort Slocum, N. Y., and Fort D. A. Russell, 
Wyo., with over 1,600, and Fort Riley. Kan., Fort Mon- 
roe, Va., Jefferson Barracks, Mo., Fort Wingate, N. M.. 
and Fort Barrancas, Fla., with over 1,500. Jefferson 
Barracks has the highest rate, 67.23, of constant sick- 
ness. Fort Yellowstone, Wyo., has the lowest admission 
and non-efficient rates, with no death and no discharges. 
Including this garrison there were eight posts which had 
an admission rate of less than 600: Aleatraz Island, 
Cal., 477.61. Fort Porter, N. Y., 486.96: Angel Island, 
Cal., 523.44: Fort Assinniboine, Mont.. 540.60: Benicia 
Barracks, Cal., 540.67; Fort Trumbull, Conn., 558.82, 
and Fort Wayne, Mich., 568.00. Sandy Hook Proving 
Ground, N. J., had less than 1 per cent. of constant sick- 


ness, 9.71 per thousand; Benicia Barracks, Cal., had 
13.96, and the large post, Fort Assinniboine, Mont., 
18.12. The eastern posts have the most malaria. There 


was an increase in venereal disease during the year, 78.08 
in 1896, 73.72 in 1895, and 76.92 for the decade. The 
white —_ were responsible for the increase, the rates 
for the colored troops falling to 56.53 from an average 
of 80.64. There is also less alcoholism among the ne- 
zroes, only 5.70, as compared with 31.20 for the whites. 
This is a slight improvement on the record of 1895, which 
shows 30.11. as the rate for the Army, with 32.16 and 
6.47 for the white and colored respectively. There has 
been great improvement in the sanitary conditions of the 
Army, in quarters, in drainage and sewage, in water 
supply, in food, in clothing and in personal cleanliness, 
due to bathing. Great improvement has been made dur- 
ing the _ few years in the hospital accommodations at 
many of our military posts. New hospitals are in build- 
ing at Forts Hamilton and- Wadsworth, N. Y., Fort 
Hancock, N. J., Fort Monroe, Va., Fort Custer, Mont., 
and Fort Spokane, Wash. 

The statistics of recruiting show that better men phy- 
sically are offering themselves for enlistment, the ratio 
of accepted men being considerably larger than in former 
years. The report contains some interesting anthropo- 
metric data, showing that although the foreign-born re- 
cruit has the advantage over the native white in weight 
and chest measurement, the latter is taller by half an 
inch. 

Ten cadets at the Military Academy were reported to 
have contracted heart disease and were reported to be 
“physically disqualified.” As a result of continued ob- 
servation, the conclusion was reached “that in all ex- 
cept one case the murmur heard in each individual at 
the time of the examination of these cadets in 1894, was 
due to a temporary irritability of the heart caused by 
the nervous excitement attending the ordeal of examina- 
tion. 
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The Surgeon General's Office of the War Department 
has been informed of the appearance of a case of yellow 
fever among the troops of the Ist Artillery. stationed at 
Jackson Barracks, La. The report was made by Ist 
Lieut, and Asst. Surg. R. 8S. Woodson, who with two 
Hospital Corps men and eleven privates were left at 
Jackson Barracks, when Capt. E. K. Russell and the 
remainder of troops at the barracks were ordered to 
Chickamauga and Chattanooga National Park, Tenn.., 
at the time of the outbreak of the yellow fever in the 
South, The patient at Jackson Barracks is a private, 
and his case is reported to be malignant. Authority has 
been issued by Col. C. H. Alden, Acting Surg. Gen., for 
the employment of an experienced civilian nurse. Every 
effort will be made to prevent the spreading of the dis- 
ease. No cases of fever have appeared among the troops 
at Chickamauga, and as the period of the development 
of the germ has passed since the arrival of the troops 
there, no anxiety is felt in their direction.

West Point, N. Y., Oct. 6, 1897, 

The football season opened very auspiciously on Satur- 
day afternoon, Oct. 2. The weather was perfect. The 
number of spectators large, and the result of the game, y 
victory for the home team, with a heavy score, 38 to 6. 
as gratifying as could be desired. The weakest point 
noticeable on the part of the West Point eleven was the 
failure in kicking. Attention has been called to this, 
and constant practice will doubtless remedy the defect.

H. L. Wait, late U. S. Navy, while one of a 
party of military men on a recent trip aboard the hand- 
some steam yacht Pathfinder on Lake Michigan, started 
aun interesting discussion on the value of yachts on the 
lakes as warships in the event of trouble. Among 
other things Paymr. Wait said: “‘With a little structural 
strengthening to carry the guns necessary, and taking 
into consideration her great speed, a yacht would be # 
commerce destroyer of great efficiency. Remove the deck 
Louses and place a 3-inch gun forward and several rapid 
firing guns aft, and add a torpedo tube, and she would 
become an exceedingly efficient gunboat, which could 
work an immense amount of damage to the enemy’s ship- 
ping. The Canadians in their three so-called fishery pro- 
tection cutters, have as many good fighting ships of 
small size. They have heavy ram bows and they are 
well prepared to take on additional guns at a minute's 
notice. The Canadians also have the guns for the pur 
pose stored in a handy position, and in case of war be- 
ing declared, they could be prepared and steam right up 
to our lake front in a matter of hours. The necessary 
boats to combat with these cutters are such as this one. 
They must be fast and small, so as to handle easily. 
The small guns on the Pathfinder would do all the ex- 
ecution necessary, the boat itself would be a small mark 
for the enemy’s guns. Our revenue cutters are all right 
for this business, but it would take too long to get them 
ready. We should have the guns and torpedoes all stored 
in a handy place as they have them in Canada, ready at 
a moment’s notice. Then, too, we onght to have a body 
of men, drilled in fighting, on shiphoard, and in this our 
naval militia would prove the right thing. This country 
has been tardy in making preparations, not for war. 
but to prevent war, but we should be at it before it is 
too late.”

Cheyenne, Wyo., Sept. 23.—Lieut. Col. George M. 
Randall, of the 8th U. 8S. Inf., who has gone to Alaska 
in command of a force of United States troops to look 
after American interests in the gold fields of that coun- 
try, has had an eventful and distinguished career in the 
Army of the United States. He enlisted at the outbreak 
of the Civil War as a private in the 4th U. 8S. Infantry 


in April, 1861. On Oct. 2 of the same year he was made 
a Zd Lieutenant, and served with his regiment until he 
reached the rank of Major, when he was transferred to 
the command of the 14th New York Artillery. At the 
close of the Civil War he was made Ist Lieutenant in 
the 4th .U. S. Infantry, and on the reorganization of 
the Army transferred to the 23d Infantry as Captain. 
He served as Major of the 23d during the Indian can- 
paigns in Arizona and Montana, and was made Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel of the Sth Infantry in March, 1894. Col. 
Randall has five times been brevetted for gallant con- 
duct in battle. On Sept. 17, 1862, he was brevetted 
Captain for gallant and meritorious services at the 
battle of Antietam. On April 2, 1865, he was brevetted 
Major for gallant services at Petersburg, Va. On 
March 26, 1865, he was brevetted Lieutenant-Colonel 
and Colonel for gallant conduct at Fort Steedman, Va. 
vn Feb. 27, 1890, Col. Randall was brevetted Lieut. Col. 
for gallantry in action against the Apache Indians at 
‘Turrett Mountain, Ariz., on March 27, 1873, and at 
Diamond Buttes, Ariz., April 22, 1873. On February 
27, 1890, he was brevetted Colonel for gallant services 
in action at Pino, Ariz., March 8, 1874, and for distin- 
guished services in Indian campaigns. During the cam- 
paigns of Gen. Crook against the Sioux Col. Randall 
was his right-hand man, serving on his staff and com- 
manding the Indian scouts. Gen. Crook twice recom- 
mended him to Congress for promotion to a Brigadier- 
Generalship for eflicient services. At the battle with the 
Sioux at the Rosebud on June 17, 1876, the decisive blow 
in the fight was struck by the Crow Indians, who were 
led in a desperate charge against the right tlank of the 
Sioux position by Col. Randall. Maj. Bourke, in his 
history of the fight, says the charge was executed in 
such a bold and decisive manner that it was the turning 
point of the Rosebud fight and the chief factor in the 
victory. Randall’s action at Turrett Mountain, Ariz., 
served to close the Apache war, which had been in 
progress for two years. The Indians had taken refuge 
on the summit of Turrett Butte, where they were cer- 
iain no enemy could follow. Randall surrounded the 
stronghold at night. He made his men craw! up the 
face of the mountain on their hands and knees. They 
reached the summit at midnight, and at dawn Col. Ran- 
dall led the charge against the surprised Apaches, who 
were panic-stricken. Many of them jumped over preci- 
pices in the attempt to escape and the defeat completely 
broke the spirit of the tribe, and peace was soon con- 
cluded. Col. Randall’s experience and acquaintance with 
the Indians has made him an invaluable officer in set- 
tling prospective troubles with them in the West. In 
I8¥o he was selected by Gen. Coppinger to accompany 
the expedition sent into the Jackson's Hole country to 
settle the differences between the settlers and Bannocks, 
and during the present year went alone into Central 
ldaho to investigate and settle reported troubles be- 
tween the settlers of that region and the Shoshones and 
Lemhis. Col. Randall is a magniticent-looking soldier. 
He is over six feet tall and well-proportioned. He is 
extremely affable and has thousands of friends in the 
various parts of the country in which he has been sta- 
tioned. No better officer could have been selected to 
protect American interests on the British Columbia- 
Alaska frontier than Col. Randall.

THE “GROSSER KAISER” MANEUVERS. 


From another correspondent we receive a further ac- 
count of the German Imperial maneuvers described by 
our special correspondent in the “Journal” of Sept. 18 
and 20: 

I have seen something of the “Grosser Kaiser Maneu- 
vers” that have taken place in this vicinity in the past 
week, and have made a few notes of what I have seen 
for the benefit of the “Journal”: 

The number of troops engaged have been, in round 
numbers, about 140,000, the largest force, I believe, ever 
concentrated for the purpose. ‘This number is repre- 
sented by four army corps, operating two on each side— 
two corps (Prussian) invading Germany from the West, 
opposed by two corps (Bavarians). It was, of course, a 
foregone conclusion that the invading army must be cap- 
tured or annihilated, which was the final result of the 
operations. It is also suggested that, for political rea- 
sons, it was better that the Prussians and not the Ba- 
varians, should be defeated. The “‘West” or invading 
army consisted of the 8th and 11th Prussian Army 
Corps, under the command of Gen. Count von Heessler, 
and the “Kast” or contending army of the Ist and 2d 
Bavarian Corps, under the command of Prince Leopold 
of Bavaria. ‘the exercises began Sept. 4 by a review of 
the Sth and 11th Prussian Army Corps by the Emperor 
und Empress of Germany (the Emperor had previously 
reviewed the other corps on his way to this place). In 
addition, the following royalties were present, and have 
attended the daily maneuvers of the army in the field: 
The King and Queen of Italy, the Kings of Saxony and 
Wurtemburg, Prince Ludwig of Bavaria, the Grand 
Duke and Duchess of Hesse, all the Princes of Germany 
and prominent military representatives from the armies 
of Russia, France, Italy, America, and the Duke of 
Cambridge from England, besides 22 officers of the Eng- 
lish Army and some half dozen from the American Army, 
unoflicially and in plain clothes. The maneuvers proper 
commenced on the 6th and terminated on the 10th. It 
rained at intervals nearly every day except the last, but 
this did not interrupt the general plan of operations, 
though it seriously impeded the movement of troops and 
caused much discomfort to the troops. 

The general plan of operations was as follows: A 
“West Army” crossed the Rhine near Coblenz and below 
during the last days of August. An “East Army” as- 
sembles behind the Thiiring toward the Werra and the 
upper Weser, additional forces coming from Bavaria to 
reinforce this army. ‘The first two or three days were 
devoted to combats between the cavalry and divisions of 
infantry with the artillery of these divisions, and to the 
development of ‘‘Spezialidee.” The last two days were 
reserved for the actual contact of the four corps. The 
special lesson of the maneuvers, I should say, was the 
handling of large masses on the battlefield, particularly 
of cavalry; as many as 10,000 cavalry was on one occas- 
ion personally led by the Emperor in a charge or a gallop 
across the fields. A cavalry charge generally terminated 
the operations for the day. Either led in person or under 
the special direction of the Emperor, I believe it was gen- 
erally conceded that these charges were successful. 

All Europe apparently has gone wild on the subject of 
the “Lance” as a weapon of attack for cavalry. early 
all the regiments of cavalry that I saw at the Grand Re- 
view in Russia of 35,000 for the Emperor of Germany 





were armed with the lance, in addition to the carbine 


and saber. At the review of the Grand Corps of 30,000 
men in Berlin on the 27th of Aug. which I saw, the 
Cavalry were all armed with the lance and saber, and but 
four regiments carried the carbine, and in these later 
maneuvers all the regiments had the same armament, 
and only a few had the carbine in addition. The saber 
on no occasion was drawn by men in ranks, of course, on 
account of the lance. The lance is apparently regarded 
as the essential weapon of attack for cavalry. 

In the infantry attack I saw no “group reinforcements” 
or “advance by rushes,” such as we understand and are 
teaching, but the firing line was reinforced by successive 
deployed lines, moving up with the usual intervals and 
at distances between 150 and 200 yards between the suc- 
cessive lines, and this was continued until one side or 
the other had the most men deployed, and it is believed the 
decision would be awarded that side which had the most 
men deployed. Of this, though, I am not positive, as I saw 
very little of the infantry or artillery practice, being oc- 
cupied mostly with the cavalry, as that seemed to be 
the branch of the service to which most attention was 
paid. There were a few bicycles attached to each in- 
fantry battalion, but they could not be used much, on ac- 
count of the bad condition of the ground. Both sides 
used balloons. The country about here is beautiful for 
operations on a large scale, gently undulating, with nu- 
merous well paved roads, crossing in all directions. No 
use was made of the railroads, for the tield operations, | 
suppose, Was not to interfere with the usual traffic.

A QUESTION OF UNIFORM. 
To the Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal:” 

Knowing the position that your valuable publication 
has always taken in agitating commendable reforms in 
the Service, and being also acquainted with the influence 
it wields in the promulgation of such reforms, I would 
like to call your attention to a question that is often dis- 
cussed among the enlisted men of the Navy, but has 
never been agitated by the press—that is, the question of 
enlisted men wearing civilian dress while on shore. The 
U. S. Navy Regulations expressly state, “No member 
of the crew shail at any time, either on board ship or 
on shore, wear any dress but his prescribed uniform.” 

While it is not my purpose to criticise the intentions, 
or motives, of the worthy men who drafted the present 
Regulations, I will state that the aforementioned para- 
graph causes a certain discrimination to the detriment 
of the enlisted men. The uniform of men of the Navy 
is a uniform to be proud of, representing as it does the 
Naval Branch of the Glorious Republic of the United 
States. 1 am very proud of the uniform and anyone 
whom I should hear disparaging it in any manner would 
receive my severest condemnation. Yet, no matter what 
pride there may be in the uniform, there are certain 
places where the wearing of a uniform, not only of the 
Navy, but of any other style of a uniform, is not per- 
missible—in fact, prohibitory. Take, for instance, social 
occasions, for which a certain conventional evening dress 
is required, and if a person presents himself in other 
than the dress prescribed by custom, he will be informed 
that his presence is not desired. A great many men in 
the Navy frequent questionable places where they are 
welcomed, that they would not otherwise go to if it were 
not for the prohibitory edict against uniforms, 

I do not advocate any radical departure from the pres- 
ent Regulations, but I do think, while in home ports, that 
discretion should be vested in the commanding officer to 
allow such men as he might deem worthy of the privilege 
to go ashore in civilian dress, or permit them to change 
when on shore. This changing of uniform is permissible 
in the Army; why not place the Navy on the same foot- 
ing? CONSTANT READER. 
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FORT ETHAN ALLEN, 

Col. Henry in orders dated Fort Ethan Allen, Oct. 1, 
1897, publishes the following extracts from report of 
Col. R. P. Hughes, Inspector General: 

“The appearance and bearing of such portion of the 
garrison as I saw were exceedingly good. 

“The discipline of the command seems to be good and 
maintained by the authorized methods. 

‘The instruction in equitation is very carefully given. 
The post has a good drill hall in which this branch of 
the discipline is regularly conducted during the winter 
season. At the date of inspection, there were men in 
the ranks who had joined after that course of the instruc- 
tion had passed and, of course, they did not add to the 
general appearance of the command, but during the com- 
mg winter they will receive due attention. 

“On the drill ground, it was found by trial on good 
ground, carefully measured, that the gaits bévuween troops 
was not uniform and that both the trot and the gallop 
were considerably faster than that established in the 
tactics. It was also observed that the movement was 
not regular at different periods in the same course. lL 
mention this for the reason that it would seem very es- 
sential that the prescribed gaits should be so impressed 
upon both man and horse that they would take it as by 
second nature. Unless uniformity of gaits is adhered 
to, it will be impossible to make combined attacks upon 
divergent points with any assurance that the blow 
will be struck simultaneously which is the essence of 
such an effort. 

“In the target practice, both men and horses appeared 
very well. 

“The instruction of the horses in obedience to the 
will of their riders is exceedingly good. 

“Owing to the reduced condition of the command, the 
test of fitness for field work was limited to the follow- 
ing: 

“Troop C was sent off early to select and occupy a po- 
sition on a designated road, as the advance of a western 
force, while Troop G was sent out later over a different 
route to act as the advance of an offensive force from 
the east, and was instructed to locate the enemy and act 
according to circumstances. At the conclusion of this 
exercise, the western force was instructed.to maneuver 
the eastern back to the post, the latter being instructed 
te yield when the situation rendered it mandatory to 
ao 80. 

“While the effort was entirely too limited to authorize 
me in going into such a criticism as must rest on certain- 
ty of facts, still there was quite enough developed to 
justify me in saying that the command is in need of 
more exercise in field work. 

“The instruction in guard duty is about as found in 
other garrisons. 

“The instruction in signalling is the best I have yet 
seen during the current tour of inspection. 

“The instruction of the Hospital Corps is normal. It 
might be well to have a little further attention paid to 
the adjustment of the riding saddle, ete. 

“In this connection, I would invite attention to he 
fact that the loss in horses in this command by con- 
demnation seems to have been exceptionally heavy. The 
records show that 74 have been condemned for various 
disabling causes within a twelvemonth. As the total 
number necessary to mount the command is about two 
hundred, the percentage of loss is unusually large.” 





SUPPRESSING TRUBNCY WITH CAVALRY. 


One of the local papers not named on the slip we have 
before us, thus describes the school troubles on the Ban- 
nock reservation: 

Lieut. Irwin, who has charge of the Bannock reserva- 
tion, which centers around Fort Hall, was much annoyed 
by the habit the young Bannocks had of proclaiming 
that the young girls were their wives. He sent the In- 
dian police out to bring in the children, for the school 
house had been newly whitewashed and a fresh consign- 
meént of books had been sent by the government. The 
police found an Indian girl who had attended school the 
year before. She was sitting at the door of a tepee 
in all the dignity of her fourteen years. 

“No study,” she said defiantly. “Me married now.” 

The police immediately placed her under arrest, in ac- 
cordance with the amiable custom with regard to school 
children, That caused trouble right away. The young 
Bannock who insisted that he was the girl’s husband, as- 
sisted by half a hundred of his tribesmen, attacked the 
native police and took away the girl. The police re- 
turned for reinforcements. 

The girl was recaptured and three of the ringleaders 
of the rioters were arrested and placed in school, The 
girl, like Shakespeare’s schoolboy, went unwillingly to 
her lessons, 

The riot began on the night of the 11th of the last 
month. The Bannocks were in a state of excitement. 
week later the police captured another ringleader. He 
was rescued by a band of young Bannocks. The young 
Bannocks seem to have been abetted by the older squaws 
in this conspiracy to keep the girls from attending school. 
In the encounters several of the police were injured and 


“many a young Bannock is going about with a sore head. 


Lieut. Irwin found that the Fort Hall school was in 
danger of being broken up. He reported this to the 


, Commissioner of Indian Affairs, who consulted with the 


War Department. As the result of this, Troop F, of the 
4th Cavalry, arrived at Fort Hall last week and began 
the work of pacifying the Bannocks. That means ¢hat 
the ringleaders of the riot will be placed under arrest 
and that the children will go to school, if need be, be- 
tween files of horsemen. 

It is necessary to arrest most of the Bannock children 
which the Government wishes to be educated. After 
the process of education is completed the children go 
back to their parents, sell the clothes which have been 
given to them and relapse into savagery. ‘There is an 
excellent school on the reservation, with four teachers.

In the Italian army there are disciplinary companies, 
to which military offenders are drafted according to the 
nature of their offences; insubordinate soldiers being sent 
to one company, those who have forgotten the distinction 
between meum and tuum to another, and so on. 


The first two of the 10-inch guns for the fortifications 
at San Diego Harbor, Cal., have been shipped from Wa- 
tervleit Arsenal. The guns are to be mounted on dis- 
appearing carriages and the work will be pushed to 
completion as rapidly as possible. The Engineer De- 
partment reports good progress on the construction of 
torpedo defenses at San Diego. 

The Ordnance Department of the Army contemplates 
making experiments with three-inch guns, and has ad- 
vertised for bids for the necessary material and labor for 
the construction of three guns of that caliber. The stand- 
ard of efficiency of the 3.2-inch guns having been estab- 
lished, the Department will make these experiments with 
a view to ascertaining what advantages, if any, may 
be found in the use of three-inch guns. 

The French newspapers note with much satisfaction 
that the German military authorities are so exercised 
at the progress made by the French military bicyclists 
that they are training enormous wolfhounds to attack 
militant fieldmen. The papers assert that daily, on the 
outskirts of Berlin, wolfhounds are trained to seize dum- 
mies in French uniforms which have been placed on bi- 
cycles.

The organ of Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, the Birming- 
ham “Post,” says the government of Canada, early in 
1898, will make large purchases of heavy field batteries 
and a number of defence guns, the latter being for a 
new scheme for the defence of Montreal and the river 
below that city. Special instructions to this effect, the 
“Post” adds, were issued immediately after the return to 
Canada of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the Premier. 








It is expected that Secretary Long will in his annual 
report recommend the establishment or purchase of an 
ammunition factory. Capt. Charles O’Neil, Chief of the 


Bureau of Ordnance, has submitted to the Secretary a 
recommendation that Congress be asked for an appro- 
priation of $75,000 for acquiring such a plant. The mat- 








ter was considered at the Cabinet meeting on Tuesday. 
Should this recommendation of the Secretary be adopt- 
ed and an armor plant established, the Government will 
not then be obliged to depend upon private contractors 
for naval supplies of any kind employed in the construc- 
tion of a man-of-war. The amount named in the recom- 
mendation for the ammunition factory is considered am- 
ple to erect the necessary buildings and to provide for 
the proper appliances for making powder. It is sug- 
gested the Indian Head Proving Grounds offer exception- 
al advantages for the establishment of such a plant, as 
the Government owns several acres of land at that point 
which are not now in use.

Under instructions from the Navy Department Lieut. 
Nathan Sargent, U. S. N., will in the oil fields of Penn- 
sylvania, make a careful investigation of the various 
grades of petroleum produced in that region, with a view 
to its use as fuel for marine engines. Upon the conclu- 
sion of this work he will, according to Washington ad- 
vices, report to the authorities in charge of the Newport 
torpedo station, and plans will be drawn for an oil en- 
gine which will be placed in one of the new torpedo boats 
now being built by the Herreshoffs. The “Marine Rec- 
ord,” of Cleveland, O., referring to the project, says: 
“This will be the first attempt to use petroleum as fuel 
for the torpedo fleet, but from the success that has been 
attained for this motive force in swift steam launches 
owned by private parties, both here and abroad, the 
Navy Department looks very favorably on the experi- 
ment. Some of the advantages expected from the new 
fuel are economy of machine space and consequently 
greater fuel-carrying capacity and economy in the cost 
of fuel and the ability to develop extremely high steam 
pressure under forced draught. The plans for the new 
engine are not yet laid and will depend largely on the re- 
port of the various grades of petroleum at command. It 
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is possible that this innovation in fuel will be combined 
with the use of the steam turbine engine whose success 
in the English torpedo boat Turbina has marked a de- 
cided epoch in the development of these fleet-footed de- 
stroyers abroad.”

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Secretary Alger has been compelled to devote consid- 
erable attention this week to the question of a successor 
to Capt. O. M. Carter, Engineer Corps, on the Nieara- 
guan Canal Commission. Capt. Carter applied for relief 
from the commission on Friday last, submitting on that 
day a letter to the President through Secretary of State 
Sherman, calling attention to the fact that the investi- 
gation of charges pending against him may cover some 
time and consequently delay the work of the commission, 
Much to the regret of Capt. Carter’s friends, his applica- 
tion was approved, a general impression to the contrary 
having obtained. The inquiry in the case of Capt. Car 
ter is still proceeding, but it is believed that by the lat- 
ter part of next week a report will reach the Department 
containing the findings of the board. The Captain was 
given ten days to file a statement in his own behalf and 
this period expired on Wednesday. On the receipt of 
Capt. Carter’s letter Secretary Alger conferred with 
Brig. Gen. Wilson, Chief of Engineers, and decided to 
nominate Maj. C. F. Powell, Engineer Corps, as Capt. 
Carter’s successor on the Nicaraguan Canal Commission. 
Maj. Powell was ordered to Washington by telegraph 
and arrived there on Monday, when he was informed 
that it had been decided to retain him at his present sta- 
tion. It has been said that the decision in his case may 
be traced to a conference which ex-Senator Warner Mil- 
ler, of the Nicaraguan Canal Company had with the 
President. In any event Maj. Powell returned to Pitts- 
burg and the authorities looked around for another En- 
gineer Officer. Maj. Wm. T. Rossell has declined to 
accept the appointment, and Maj. T. W. Symons is be- 
ing considered.

We have received from G. P. Putnam’s Sons Parts II. 
to VI. of the “Encyclopedia of Sport.” already noticed. 
It is edited by the Earl of Suffolk & Berkshire and F. 
G. Aflalo, and is one of the handsomest volumes we have 
seen for a long time. The present numbers include the 
titles from “Auroehs” to “Fallow Deer.” C. S. Colman 
contributes the article on Croquet, John Keer that on 
Curling, and G. L. Hillier the one on Cycling. J. E. Hart- 
ing writes on decoys; E. Demidoff Prince San-Donato on 
deer-stalking in the Caucasus; Rawden B. Lee and Fred 
Gresham on dogs; W. C. A. Blew, John Cordeaux, F. E. 
Selous, G. D. Wheeler, J. Michael and F. T. Pollok on 
elephants; Fred Whishaw on elk shooting in Russia, and 
Gerald Lascelles on falconry. A mention of these 
names shows how thorough the work is, the different 
subjects being assigned to experts in each department 
of sporting. The principle articles have exhaustive glos- 
saries, and are fully explained by handsome illustrations 
in the best style of the art. Another article to be men- 
tioned is that by Eden Phillpotts on deck sports, or 
sports that may be indulged in at sea. These include 
deck quoits; bull; croquet; shuffle board and deck bil- 
liards; gymkhana; tug-of-war; cock-fighting; slinging the 
monkey, or towline stretching; jumping, sack, wheel- 
barrow, potato, egg and spoon races; needle threading: 
obstacle races; tether; ball marine golf; and 
even football. This is a sufficiently varied programme to 
alleviate the monotony of even the dullest voyage. Other 
subjects included in these numbers, to most of which 
several experts have been assigned, are bear shooting, 
broadsword, buffalo, bulls and bull fighting, camping 
out, canoes and canoeing, caribou, coaching, coursing, 
cricket, crocodile shooting. Theodore Roosevelt contrib- 
utes an article on bison. There are over forty contribu- 
tors to these five numbers, besides those we have named. 
It is impossible to praise too highly this encyclopedia for 
the excellence and variety of its contents, the spirit and 
accuracy of its illustrations and its handsome typogra- 
phy, paper and printing. 
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WONDERS OF THB SYNCHRONOGRAPH. 
The Journal of the U. S. Artillery School for July- 
August, 1897, contains a very interesting article on the 
Synchronograph, by Prof. A. C. Crehore and Lieut. G. O. 
Squier, 3d Art. It is a paper presented before the 115th 
meeting of the American Institute of Electrical En- 
gineers, New York and Chicago, April 21, 1897, describ- 
ing the new method of rapidly transmitting intelligence 
by the alternating current. By this system it is possible 
to send and receive automatically 6,000 words a minute 
and at the same time to employ the line for a system of 
the ordinary quadruplex telegraphy. In trial experi- 
ments in the laboratory, particular instructions were 
given to the operator of the Morse instrument to observe 
if possible when messages were being sent by the alter- 
nating current, and absolutely no effect was detected. 

Among the possibilities is the simultaneous publication 
of the same newspaper in different parts of the country. 
For example, in an edition of a daily paper having 
twelve pages and eight columns per page, making ninety- 
six columns in all, there are less than 185,000 words. At 
the rate of 3,000 words per minute it would only require 
about an hour to transmit the entire contents of the 
paper. This calculation, furthermore, assumes that the 
whole paper is uniformly printed in fine type. It would 
require a single operator, working by hand and averaging 
twenty words per minute, over six days of twenty-four 
hours each to send this amount. 

Between New York and Chicago about 40,000 letters 
are carried daily; it would require but two lines in con- 
tinuous operation to handle the entire business. At pres- 
ent it takes three days to receive a business reply be- 
tween New York and Chicago. This transmission by 
machine telegraphy could be accomplished easily the 
same day. It is thought that an effect of this would be 
to increase business transactions to such an extent that 
the total volume of intelligence transmitted would be aug- 
mented, rather than to diminish the business now done by 
existing methods. 

The class of business which such a system would 
probably at first obtain would be the less urgent tele- 
graph business of greater volume, such as the Associated 
Press dispatches and newspaper press reports. 

We are told then that “the telegraph line of the future 
will comprise substantial poles carrying a few copper 
wires worked to their full capacity for transmitting elec- 
tric signals. The cost of maintenance of such a line 
when once constructed will be litthe more than for an 
ordinary iron wire now used, while its carrying capacity 
for intelligence at 3,000 words per minute simplex will 
be about equal to 160 wires used for hand transmission 
simplex. By duplexing the line, the carrying capacity is 


doubled and becomes 6,000 words per minute, which is 


about equal to 160 wires worked duplex, or to 80 wires 
worked by hand quadruplex.”

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THE NEW FIGURE TARGBETS. 


Capt. James S. Mallory, Acting Judge Advocate, De- 
partment of the Colorado, who had been assigned the 
duty last winter to revise the firing regulations, has giv- 
en out the following interview concerning the criticism 
made upon the adoption of figure targets: 

“The new firing regulations and targets appear to give 
general satisfaction to the regular Army, but some ofli- 
cers of the National Guard are disposed to find fault 
with the targets. The criticism has been made that a 
shot which strikes the elbow of the figure counts accord- 
ing to the new regulations more than a shot which passes 
just above or below the elbow and closer to the vital 
part of the body, although it does not touch the figure 
at all. The answer to this is that a shot which strikes 
a man in the elbow may disable him, put him out of 
the fight, while a shot which misses the man altogether, 
even if it passes close to his head or heart, is, as far as 
that man is concerned, harmless. 

“T will admit,” continued the Captain, “that the new 
targets are not suitable for civilian rifle clubs which often 
permit the use of telescopic sights, orthoptee eye pieces, 
wind gauges and other appliances which the soldier in 
the excitement of battle would not have time or oppor- 
tunity to avail himself of, and which he would probably 
forget all about. In the Army the aim is to make the in- 
struction and training of the soldier thoroughly practical, 
and if, as the result of the use of figure targets and the 
giving of the maximum value to a hit on any portion 
of the figure representing the enemy, a soldier occasion- 
ally at the short ranges makes as good a record as a 
soldier who is really a better marksman, no great harm 
is done when it is understood that the method of instruc- 
tion results in making effective the fire of the average 
soldier, and, therefore, of the great majority of the men 
in the ranks.”

Interesting experiments in the use of the sand blast to 
clear steel and iron structures of rust have been made 
in connection with the viaduct at 155th street, New 
York. The sand blast was operated by compressed air 
from two air compressors on the top of the viaduct, 
which, in turn, are operated by a steam engine. The 
sand is poured into two machines known as sand mixers. 
The compressed air enters the sand mixers and drives 
the sand through rubber hose. There are hardened steel 
nozzles on the hose, and the men who operate the noz- 
zles play the sand upon the iron members of the via- 
duct structure, just as firemen play water upon a fire. 
The force of the sand is terrific. The entire surface of 
the iron receives a uniform gray color, and its appear- 
ance after this treatment is that of frosted nickel. ‘The 
metal, after this treatment, is extremely sensitive, and 
absorbs moisture and corrosive gas with avidity. If al- 
lowed to stand for a few hours the color quickly changes 
to red, and the process of rusting begins again. To pre- 
vent this the iron is immediately treated to a coating of 
specially prepared paint. The paint, after being put on 
the cleansed surface, forms a skin on the iron which it 
is impossible to scrape away without cutting the metal 
itself. It is in this that the excellence of the sand 
blast process for cleaning and preserving iron and steel 
is demonstrated. The Navy Department has shown its 
interest in the sand blast process for preserving the 
costly warships of the Navy. The Atlanta was treated 
to the process early in the summer, and she has been 
kept in deep water ever since to determine the result of 
the experiment. The Government has also ordered thir- 
ty-five of the sand blast machines for its different Navy 
Yards. The process is also being used extensively to 
clean stone buildings. Semerset House, in London, was 
recently treated by it, as well as one or two buildings in 
this city. It is said by the inventors of the sand blast 
process that its greatest value will be where structural 
iron and steel are treated before they are erected. The 
work can be done much easier and more effectively in 
this way. ° 
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Referring to the recent departure of the artillery 
troops from Jackson Barracks, New Orleans, La., the 
“Daily Picayune” of that city quotes an Englishman 
visiting there as saying: “In India when they have the 
plague the army officers and men get to work with a 
will and help to stamp it out and look after the whole 
situation. That is the time that they are needed, and 
they are not found wanting. But I notice that your 
soldiers have run away at the beginning of the fight and 
left the State altogether, although the fever here is prac- 
tically nothing compared with what the Indian ‘army 
and people have to face; in fact, it seems to be nothing 
that should alarm anybody at all. It seems to me that 
these brave soldiers and officers will feel ashamed when 
they come back and find that the common people, who 
are not supposed to have been trained up to face danger, 
have remained at their posts, and it will be a wonder if 
they are not subjected to ridicule.” The point does not 
seem well taken. The relations between the military and 
the civil authority in the British Empire are so close— 
indeed, in India the military authority overshadows

everything, that the troops are continually being called 
upon to perform civil functions. But in this country it 
is entirely different. Any interference by U. 8. troops in 
local matters is resented by the State and municipal au- 
thorities, and it is only in cases of extreme urgency that 
their assistance is invoked. Hence, in the case in point, 
there was absolutely nothing for them to do but to re- 
main at their post of duty until ordered away by proper 
authority. This they did, having no volition, and were 
in due course transferred by the War Department to a 
camp at the Chickamauga and Chattanooga National 
Park. It has always been the policy of the War De- 
partment to take the utmost care of the health of the 
troops in time of peace, and, yellow fever having made 
its appearance in New Orleans, there was no good rea- 
son for their remaining there and perhaps be decimated, 
when salubrious camps within easy reach were open to 
them, When emergencies do absolutely require the pres- 
ence of our troops they will not be found wanting, as 
has been abundantly shown in the past, and notably 
during yellow fever epidemics at the South. 











“The Martin Kozta Affair: a Tale of the Old Navy,” is 
retold in the “Illustrated American” for Oct. 2, by Fran- 
cis B. Leupp. With it is given a copy from a painting 
of a picture of Midshipman Meade, later the Rear Ad- 
miral, who was on the St. Louis at the time. The “II- 
lustrated American” also has an article by Senator Se- 
well of New Jersey, on “Our National Homes.” In a 
personal sketch of General Sewell we are told that “the 
Senator has a sentimental side to his nature which tells 
the story of his Irish ancestry, but which few persons 
suspect who are not brought into intimate relations with 
him. The subject which will stir his blood when all oth- 
ers fail is the veteran soldier and the homes in which 
he shall be cared for in his declining years. He saw 
heavy service himself during the war. He entered the 
army as a captain in the 5th New Jersey Volunteers in 
the summer of 1861, and was engaged in most of the bat- 
tles of the Army of the Potomac down to the battle of 
Spottsylvania in 1864. He was promoted rapidly. When 
aeneral Mott was wounded at Chancellorsville, the com- 
mand of the brigade fell upon Sewell, who led it forward 
at a critical moment with great success, capturing eight 
colors from the enemy and retaking the regimental stand- 
ard of a New York regiment. He also distinguished 
himself at Gettysburg and other points, and was wound- 
ed at Chancellorsville and Gettysburg. He was made 
Lieutenant Colonel of the 5th New Jersey in July, 1862, 
and Colonel in the following October. In September, 
1864, after a short period of rest made necessary by ex- 
posure, he became Colonel of the 38th New Jersey Regi- 
ment, with which he remained in the field until the sum- 
mer of 1865. He was made Brevet Brigadier General of 
Volunteers for his services at Chancellorsville, and at 
the close of the war was made Brevet Major General. 
On the election of Governor Parker, in 1872, he was at 
once appointed a member of the governor's personal staff, 
and has given his volunteer rank in accordance with 
a special act of the legislature. He was made Brigadier 
General of the State militia at the beginning of the rail- 
road riots in 1887, and to his energy and prudence the 
prevention of any outbreak in New Jersey is ascribed.”

Among the stories afloat in the newspaper offices of 
New York during the past week has been one to the ef- 
fect that Germany has resolved to make common cause 
with Italy, and that the Navy Department is “taking ac- 
count of stock” with a view to preparation for battle. 
This story, and those of similar tenor that we hear from 
time to time, apparently originate in a misunderstanding 
of the activities of the officers on duty in the intelligence 
departments of our War and Navy offices. “Why,” the 
suspicious observer appears to be asking, “why should 
these inquisitive gentlemen busy themselves with in- 
quiries into our resources for war if it is not because they 
are spoiling for a fight, and are eager to turn their tal 
ents to account, to the disadvantage of some harmless 
and unoffending Buropean nation? Is not this what they 
are paid for, and how otherwise can they earn honest 
wages?” “Is it not the soldier who makes war, and if 
we had no soldiers how could we possibly have war?” 
The logic is not altogether conclusive, according to mili- 
tary methods of reasoning, but it never loses its effect 
upon the popular imagination. Tear down our churches, 
with their open invitation to sinners, and we should all 
become saints. Unlock our prisen doors and abolish 
judges and police authorities and crime would be at an 
end. Drown the doctors in their own medicines and uni- 
versal health would prevail. Destroy the rights of prop- 
erty a la Proudhon and robbery would cease, “La 
propriété, c’est le vol." To prevent the evils and crimes 
the State condemns it is only necessary to abolish the 
State itself. That these are not mere idle fancies is 
shown by the strong drift of political movements in the 
direction here indicated. Must we travel the road other 
nations have traversed, with bleeding feet, through an- 
archy to despotism? Must the cycle of change complete 
itself in free America, as it has in despotic Europe? 
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The War Department is considering the subject of an 
exchange of stations of Troops B and F, 9th Cav., now 
stationed at Fort DuChesne, Utah, and Troops D and I 
of the 6th Cavalry, now stationed at Fort Robinson, Neb. 
This will consolidate the 9th Regiment of Cavalry at 
Fort Robinson. It is probable that the matter will not be 
definitely decided upon until Secretary Alger confers 
with Maj. Gen. Miles on the latter’s return from Burope 
about the end of this week. 
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NORTH ATIANTIC SQUADRON. 


Rear Admiral Montgomery Sicard, commanding the 
North Atlantic Squadron, on Oct. 2, submitted this re- 
port to the Department: . 

“I have the honor to inform the Department that the 
squadron, consisting of the New York, Brooklyn, Iowa, 
Indiana, Massachusetts, Maine and Puritan, left Fort 
Monroe, Va., Sept. 27 and arrived at Yorktown, Va., the 
same day. 

“On Tuesday a firing range ashore was selected for 
practice with the new 6-mm. small arm pavy rifles, but 
the great velocity and penetration possessed by the pro- 
jectiles of this arm were found to preclude target prac- 
tice. I therefore suspended target practice after a few 
rounds had been fired. The week has been passed in 
boat drills, torpedo practice, exercise of the landing brig- 
ades on shore in extended movement by companies, and 
target practice with pistols and revolvers. Friday, Oct. 
1, was passed in simulating a battle at Gloucester Point. 
The party of the defense was composed of the battalions 
of the New York, Maine and Puritan, and occupied a po- 
sition to the northward of Gloucester Point. The at- 
tacking party composed of the battalions of the Brook- 
lyn, lowa, Massachusetts and Indiana landed on the 
east side of the peninsula, forming Gloucester Point, and 
by a series of movements engaged the party of the de- 
fense, which was obliged by circumstances to retire to 
the northward, and for a distance of about two miles. 
The umpires concluded that the attack had the advan- 
tage, though, of course, as usual, there were many Cir- 
cumstances that in actual war might have had a differ- 
ent weight and importance from those assigned by the 
rules adopted.” Pi 

The Commander of the squadron, consisting of the 
Brooklyn, New York, Iowa, Massachusetts, Indiana and 
Maine, will probably sail from Yorktown Oct. 4 for the 
Southern drill grounds and will there pass some days in 
tactical evolutions; thence proceeding to Boston, arriv- 
ing there Oct. 14. The Puritan will sail from York- 
town to Tompkinsville early on the morning of Oct. 3. 
From Tompkinsville she will proceed to New York Navy 
Yard for repairs to her main engines. 





THE BAZIN BOAT FAILURE. 


(From Industries and Iron.) 

The Bazin roller boat, which it was promised would 
do such wonderful things in the way of speed, has now 
been put through its trials, and, as is now generally 
known, has been found wanting, is a lamentable fail- 
ure, and furnishes yet another instance of the enthu- 
siasm of an inventor seeking to override the ascertained 
possibilities of mechanical effort. Instead of a speed of 
twenty knots, as anticipated, only eight knots has been 
attained, and this notwithstanding that the power exert- 
ed was very considerably in excess of that anticipated 
in the original designing of the engines. M. Bazin, in 
addition to having to suffer the agonies of defeat and to 
put up with the jeers and taunts of many of his coun- 
trymen, has now also to meet the charge of plagiarism, 
several Franch contemporaries having pointed out that 
his scheme was anticipated, although there were slight 
differences in actual design of the “rollers’ and the 
method of propelling them. 


MISTRESS OF THE PACIFIC. 

Though Japan’s naval activity is primarily significant 
of a purpose to secure general predominance in Oriental 
seas, 2nd though, as I have suggested, there is no im- 
mediate reason for, or prospect of, trouble between Japan 
and the United States involving naval armaments, yet, in 
the broad general sense of dignity on the sea, our coun- 
try can by no means safely ignore or be inattentive to 
the progress of our Oriental neighbor toward the rank of 
a first-class sea power on the Pacific Ocean. The com- 
pletion of her fleet now building will, inside of three 
years, give Japan that rank, and the. future programme 
already laid out will accentuate it. The superior quality 
of Japan’s new navy is even more significant that its 
enormous quantity. She has no useless ships, none ob- 
solete; all are up to date. si. : 

Meantime, the attitude of the United States seems 
quite as supine as that of Russia. It is not necessary to 
go into minute detail on this point, Sutflice it to say that, 
taking Russia, Japan and the United States as the three 
maritime powers most directly concerned in the Pacific 
Oeean, and whose interests are most immediately af- 
fected by its command, Japan at her present rate of 
naval progress, viewed with relation to the lack of prog- 
ress of the other two, must in three years be able to 
dominate the Pacific Ocean against cither, and, in less 
than ten years, against both.—From “The Coming Sea- 
Power,” by Charles H. Cramp, in “North American Re- 
view” for October.

VARIOUS NAVAL. 


A Washington press dispatch says: “The deliveries 
of armor for the battleships Kearsarge and Kentucky. 
under contracts made two years ago, have been complet- 
ed, with the exception of some plates for the turrets. 
and within a month both of the big armor plants which 
have supplied the Navy with all the armor for the sides 
of its war vessels will, for the first time in the history 
of the new Navy. be unemployed. Since the beginning 
of heavy armored shipbuilding in this country the two 
firms have supplied the Navy with about 27,000 tons 
Besides the cost of the plates, the trials of armor have 
cost the Government about $500,000 and the armor firms 
about $100,000, the Government paying for all plates 
tested that met the requirements and the armor firms for 
those failing to do so.

ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL. 

















An exhibition is shortly to be opened ut Norwich, Eng- 
land, in which a feature is to be made of naval relics. 

The Admiralty engineers are conducting a series of ex- 
periments with a view to discover the most suitable met- 
al for fastening the underwater fittings of wood-sheathed 
warships. Several compositions have been tried, but 
the dificulty experienced through rapid corrosion, due to 
the chemical action set up between the steel hull and 
the copper sheathing, has not yet been overcome. Until 
the results of the action of the mixtures now being ex- 
perimented with have been compared, and definite in- 
structions given for future fittings, the Admiralty have 
directed that naval brass is to be used for the fasten- 
ings of all the underwater fittings of new ships. 

The Vickers Company in England are now prepared 
to furnish men-of-war complete, including engines, ar- 
mor and guns. We may come to that in this country 
and perhaps the ability of shipbuilders to furnish armor 
clads complete may solve the question as to the price of 
armor, 

The spirit of insubordination and violence which has 
recently prevailed on board English ships at the home 
ports shows at present no signs of abating. Three more 
courts martial have taken place, two of which were on 
first-class boys, charged with striking executive oflicers. 
They were sentenced to receive 24 cuts with the birch, 
then to be imprisoned 12 months and dismissed. These 
lads are supposed to have been misled by the pernicious 
sympathy of a certain class of newspapers. 

The marines and bluejackets of the U. S. S. Marble- 
head, anor the direction of Comdr. B. H. McCalla, U. 
S. N., were put through an interesting shore drill at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard on Oct. 1. 

The new Naval bill which is now being considered by 
the German Cabinet asks for a total appropriation of 
410,000,000 marks, to be distributed over seven years, 
and contemplates the construction of a score of vessels, 
of which ten are to be large ships. If the Reichstag re- 
fuses to grant this amount of money, it will be sent home 
by the government and new elections will be ordered 
forthwith, in which the naval plans of the Emperor will 
be made the principal issue. 

The dynamite cruiser Vesuvius has been ordered from 
Boston to the coast of Florida to aid in the enforcement 
of the neutrality laws against Cuban filibusters. She 
will relieve the gunboat Nashville which will come north 
for her final acceptance trial. 

The dispatch boat Dolphin left Norfolk on Wednesday 
for Boston on duty in connection with the preparations 
for the celebration to commemorate the centennial an- 
niversary of the launching of the frigate Constitution, 
Sept. 14. Secretary Long invited all the members of the 
Cabinet to make the trip on the Dolphin, but none of 
them weresable to leave Washington at this time. The 
North Atlantic Squadron, excepting the Puritan, will 
be present in Boston Harbor during the celebration, and 
is expected to arrive off Boston by the 14th inst. 

Officials of the General Electric Company on Tuesday 
made a proposition to the Navy Department to fit the 
battleships Illinois and Alabama with the electric sys- 
tem of operating their 13-inch turrets for only $10,000 
each over the price which the Department had fixed for 
equipping the vessels with hydraulic power. A _ proposi- 
tion has also been received from the Union Iron Works 
to change the hydraulic to electric power in the battle- 
ship Wisconsin for $172,000. This figure is cor sidered 
excessive by the Department. It will be recalled that as 
a result of the change from the hydraulic to the electric 
system in the operation of the turrets of the Kearsarge 
and Kentucky, the Department deducted $30,000 from 
the contracts for those ships on the ground that the fit- 
ting of the electrical system was not as expensive as the 
installation of hydraulics. Similar action is expected in 
the case of the Illinois and Alabama. The United States 
is far ahead of the Europezn countries in the use of elec- 
tricity for operating turrets. No other nation has in- 
troduced it in connection with 13-inch turrets. 

The new Italian cruiser Emanuele Filiberto was 
launched at Castel-a-Mare, on the Bay of Naples, Sept. 
29, amid the greatest enthusiasm on the part of an im- 
mense gathering. The new ship has a tonnage of 9,750, 
is 365 feet long, and 79 feet wide. She will be fitted with 
an exceptionally powerful armament. 

Commodore Rush R. Wallace, the ranking commodore 
of the Navy, retired on Thursday, the 7th inst., on ac- 
count of age. He -was in command of the Newport Na- 
val Station and it is expected that Commo. Albert Kautz 
will in a few days be given that assignment. Commo- 
dore Wallace entered the Navy as an acting midship- 
man May 25, 1852, and had reached the rank of lieu- 
tenant before the commencement of the Civil War, dur- 
ing which he rendered distinguished service, being 
present at the two attacks on Fort Fisher in command 
of the Shenandoah. He was promoted to lieutenant 
commander Oct. 1, 1862; to commander, Oct. 28, 1870; 
to captain, Feb. 4, 1882, and to commander, Noy. 11, 
1894, 

Secretary Long conferred with Lieut. G. M. Stoney 
last week in regard to the proposition submitted by that 
officer for the patrol of the Yukon and establishment of 
stations by the Navy along the banks of that stream. It 
is understood that the Secretary has definitely decided 
to recommend an appropriation for the purchase of a 
stern-wheeler steamer for service on the Yukon. Lieut. 
Stoney will probably be placed in command. His propo- 
sitionistoestablish three stations on the Yukon one at the 
mouth, another at the head of navigation, and the third 
midway, each to be in command of a naval or marine of- 
ficer and to have a garrison of about twenty marines. A 
surgeon will also be stationed at each post. It is pro- 
posed that in conjunction with the stations a paddie- 
wheel, light-draught steamer should be provided. This is 
to be commanded by a naval officer and to carry a force 
of bluejackets and marines. It will patrol the river from 
mouth to head, stopping to suppress lawlessness where- 
ever it occurs. Mr. Roosevelt is of the opinion that val- 
uable service can be rendered by naval officers in mak- 
ing surveys on the Yukon, which, he says, is practically 
an unknown river. The only information in the posses- 
sion of the Government is made up of various and con- 
flicting reports of trappers, traders and a few others in- 
experienced in hydrographic work. 


Before taking further action in the matter of fireproof 
wood, the Navy Department is awaiting the receipt of a 
report from Mare Island, where a structure made of 
the wood and representing a deck is undergoing a severe 
test. This report is expected early in October. It will 
be recalled that early in August the Department took 
steps to restrict the use of the wood and it is said by the 
fficials that its employment hereafter will be confined to 
the interior work on board vessels. The defects in wood 
developed by the fireproofing process have been accurate 
ly stated in the “Army and Navy Journal” and its re- 
ports in the past are confirmed in every respect by De- 
partment officials. 


There is some talk of converting the Lancaster into a 
gunnery ship upon her return to the United States. She 
is also spoken of in connection with militia duty, espe- 
cially with reference to the Brooklyn battalion. It is 


the general belief, however, that she will be employed 


to assist the Amphitrite in training seamen to be gun- 
ners. 

All arrangements have been made by the Navy De- 
partment for the transfer of the officers a men of 
the Philadelphia to the Baltimore upon her arrival at 
Mare Island within a few days. Secretary Long has 
informed the Bureau Chiefs of the Department that the 
Baltimore must start for Honolulu within five days after 
the arrival of the Philadelphia. 

The Carnegie Company this week shipped half of the 
diagonal armor for the battleship Alabama, now build- 
ing at Cramps’ Yard, Philadelphia. This armor is being 
supplied by a private arrangement between the ship- 
builder and the steel makers, in order to tide over the 
failure of Congress last session to appropriate money 
for the completion of the battleship.

SHARK STORIES BY A SOUTH SEA TRADER. 


The terrible fate which befell an unfortunate boat’, 
crew on the Island of Socotra a few weeks ago, whey 
the boat being stove in, the occupants were devoured by 
sharks, recalls to the writer’s memory some similar trage- 
dies that have happened in Southern seas. 


Early in 1874 a fleet of canoes manned by some seven- 
ty natives, who were accompanied by a number of wom- 
en and children, set out from the Island of Nanomaga ty 
visit another little oceanic spot named Nanomea. They 
started at dusk, and as darkness fell were guided tw 
their destination by the reflection of a huge beacon fire 
kindled on the shore by the natives of Nanomea. But 
when only four miles away from Nanomaga—Nanomea 
being still thirty miles distant—they were overtaken by 
a furious rain-squall just as they were passing over a 
submerged reef known as Tia Kau. 

The canoes were deeply laden, not only with their hu- 
man occupants, but with quantities of baked fish, pigs, 

vegetables, etc. Knowing that the Tia Kau was the 
rendezvous of countless thousands of sharks, the natives 
were filled with terrer; but the men at once brought 
their canoes head to wind to avoid ape ages | a Waited 
for the fury of the rain and wind to pass. 1 no doubt 
would have been well but a poor little girl Stine upon 
the outrigger grating of one of the canoes, and a moment 
afterwards her arm was bitten off by a shark, and in 
less than twenty minutes the entire little fleet was 
rushed by hordes of ravenous monsters, who tore the un- 
fortunate voyagers to pieces. Two men only escaped 
from that awful scene, one of them being terribly bitten. 

Of all seafaring men, whalemen run the greatest risk 
from the jaws of Jack Shark, and yet, curiously enough, 
not many of them go into his maws. Once, when cruis- 
ing through the Friendly Islands, we saw from the deck 
of our vessel a boat belonging to the General Grant, 
sperm whaler, “chawed” by a bull whale which had been 
wounded badly. As the crew clung to fragments of the 
crushed boat, they were surrounded by some scores of 
blue sharks, which swam to and fro amongst them, but 
did not attack them—they were evidently waiting for the 
wounded whale, which had “sounded.” As soon as the 
cetacean reappeared, some ten minutes later, the sharks 
instantly swam towards him, leaving the boat’s crew to 
be picked up by a loose boat which was sent to their 
rescue. ‘The whale was shortly afterwards killed by a 
bomb, and then we saw a truly extraordinary scene, for 
his huge carcass was surrounded by literally hundreds 
upon hundreds of sharks, which would scarcely allow it 
to be towed alongside the General Grant to be cut in. 

Yet not always do these adventurous and daring whale- 
men escape; for in 1862 a boat belonging to a Hawaiian 
brig was stove in by a whale off the Bonin Islands, in 
the Northwest Pacific. Before the loose boats could go 
to the rescue the officer and his men were seized and c¢ar- 
ried away in the full view of their shipmates. 

The average native inhabitant of the South Sea Isl- 
ands spends nearly one-fifth of his or her existence upon 
the water, either for pleasure—surf-swimming, ete.,—or 
when engaged in fishing, and yet but few of them lose 
their lives by sharks, except when a canoe is capsized or 
swamped at night time. Then, indeed, there is terrible 
danger and some awful tragedies have occurred within 
my own experience. Many years ago, when our trading 
vessel was lying off the Island of Aiiuk, a low-lying, 
sandy atoll of the Marshall Archipelago, we were board- 
ed by a canoe, the crew of which told us of a fearful 
event that had occurred the previous evening. Bight 
young children, boys and girls, were standing on the edge 
of a reef, catching a fish of noctural habit called malau, 
when they were swept over into deep water by the strong 
backwash. Before they could regain the reef five of 
their number were devoured by three sharks, and the 
remaining three children were only saved by a huge sea 
hurling them bodily upon the coral ledge. 

The natives of the equatorial Pacific Islands dread the 
smaller sharks far more than they do the larger kind. 
These latter are comparatively easy to avoid by such 
wonderful swimmers as the South Sea Islanders; but 
a little 6-foot shark can turn about with such lightning- 
like rapidity that he can nip off an arm or a foot ere the 
swimmer is aware of the creature’s presence. A 15-foot 
or 20-foot shark cannot “go about” very quickly—it takes 
him time, and the swimmer can dodge. Generally, too, 
=e small sharks have more deviltry in them than the big 
fellows. 
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$ HORSEMANSHIP. 


A writer in “McClure’s Magazine” says that in the 
spring of 1878 he was in the city of Milan, and there, 
before the hotel where he was staying, he saw an im- 
mense crowd about a beautiful horse which three grooms 
were holding with difficulty. A group of Italian officers 
in full uniform were waiting near on their horses, and 
evidently some grand ceremonial was about to take place. 
Presently he was told that Gen. Grant was to review 
the pride and flower of the Italian army, the flying ber- 
sagheri, and in a few moments the general appeared, 
dressed very plainly in civilian’s clothes. 

He walked out of the hotel quite unnoticed, and pres- 
«ently one of the officers, who had dismounted and was 
standing in the hallway to receive him, remarked: 

‘Why does not Gen. Grant come?” 

“There he goes,” said the American, 
simply dressed figure. 

The Italians gave a doubtful laugh. 

“No,” said one, “that cannot be he. 

But as the general very evidently stood waiting for 
them, they advanced, received him and took him to his 
horse, which was making frantic and almost successfu! 
efforts to escape from the three stalwart grooms. 
more wicked looking creature it would be difficult to de 
scribe, and from the sly looks that passed among the ele- 
gant young officers it ‘almost seemed as if they had, of 
set purpose, assigned their guest a steed not yet broken. 

But Gen. Grant looked at the horse, and his face light- 
ed with admiration. Whether he was not well, or mere 
ly assumed a sort of helplessness, could not be deter- 
mined, but in mounting he accepted the aid of two offi- 
cers, and from an apparent stiffness had some difficulty 
in getting his right leg over the saddle. 

Once in the seat, however, he grasped the reins, set- 
tled himself, straightened his form and assumed so per 
fectly the air of a horseman that a shout of applause 
went up from the crowd. The horse after a few plunges 
discovered that he had found his master and started off 
in a gentle trot.

It does not give the pay. of Commis- 
sary Sergeants or of Hospital Stewards. he following 
table shows the pay of the non-commissioned officers of 
the British Army at different periods:

R. W. asks: Manual of Guard Duty, par. 273, says: 
Supernumeraries will not be excused from ordinary camp 
or garrison duty. In State camp would you interpret 
battalion drill or dress parade to be ordinary camp or 
garrison duty and would you consider a supernumerary 
of the guard eligible for such duty? Answer.—It is cus- 
tomary to relieve from battalion drill but not from even- 
ing parade. 

T. J. D. asks: Where in the Manual of Guard duty does 
it give the instructions for the officer of the guard as it 
does fully for the officer of the day? Answer.—Manual 
of Guard Duty, par. 62-108. 

G. 8. McC. asks if it is practicable to form at double 
time, left or right front, into line from column of fours 
at port arms without bringing command to right 
shoulder. Answer.—It is not included in the requirements 
of par. 112, D. R. Hence it can be executed at port arms 
without coming to the right shoulder. 

BE. C. 8.—The amendment of the Drill Regulation, U. 
S. A., is adapted to the magazine rifle, caliber 30, and un- 
less your State has directed your drill to be in accordance 
with the amendment, the change should not be applied 
to the Springfield rifle, caliber 45. There is a special 
manual for the latter which can be procured at our of- 
fice for 25 cents. 

M. J. M. asks whether the Ist Sergeant of Infantry in 
calling the roll should remain at the right shoulder or or- 
der arms. See par. 570, Cavairy Drill Regulations, and 
par. 187, Infantry Drill Regulations. Answer.—In the 
infantry he should remain at an order arms. In the 
cavalry service, par. 570, D. R., prescribes, however, dis- 
tinetly that the Ist Sergeant brings the troop to the right 
Soma, he himself taking that position, and calls the 
roll. 

GUARDSMEN.—The correct answer on the question 
of forming line to right from column of files is as fol- 
lows: To form line to the right while company is march- 
ing in column of files (from column of fours), by execut- 
ing “By the right flank, march,” would, of course, bring 
the company into a line, but not properly reform the 
company. ‘The proper way would have been to first re- 
turn to column of fours and then form line from column 
of fours. 


BR. D. F. asks: (1) In the new Manual of Arms, should 
the Sergeant in command of the guard have his rifle at 
right shoulder before giving any commands for march- 
ing, dressing, etc? (2) Would it be correct for non-com- 
missioned officer in command of detachment or platoon 
to hold his piece at trail in giving commands, or should 
he first come to right shouldrer? (3) When a Sergeant 


is placed in command of the guard, at guard-mounting, 
at command by Adjutant “Inspection, arms,” should this

Answer.—The sentinel’s prescribed salute is present 
arms. The case stated does not alter the rule. 


CO. C. asks: 1. At the command stack arms, compa- 
ny having skeleton four, does No. 3 of the front rank 
step back and covers No. 2 and resumes his place as 
soon as he has handed his piece to No. 2? Anwser.—As 
the skeleton formation indicated by your question as- 
sumes that only Nos. 1 and 4 are covered in the rear 
rank, there would be no other way to make the stack 
than in accordance with par. 105, D. R. 

J. B. M. asks: (1) The interpretation to par. 81. Should 


it not read as follows: “Pieces can be carried from any 
position to ready whenever necessary?” If it is correct 


as it is, 1 think it conflicts with the interpretation to par. 
53. (2) Can you march at a charge bayonet? (3) Can 


you march at present arms? (4) Being in line, company 
front, the command stack arms is given. The guns have 
the stacking swivel, but the bayonets are fixed. Tactics 
prescribe that the pieces shall not be stacked with the 
bayonets, if said pieces have the stacking swivel (except 
for instruction). Shall the company unfix bayonets with- 
out further command, or shall they stack arms with the 
bayonet? (5) Are catch commands recognized by mili- 
tary authority? (6) Is the soldier to be governed by the 
Drill Regulations, or by the commands of the instructor? 
Answer.—(1) Interpretation correct. Par. 113, D. R., su- 
persedes par. 53 in emergencies. (2) Yes, if occasion re- 
quires. See par. 593, D. R. (3) There seems to be no 
conditions which would warrant it. (4) Stack with the 
bayonet unless the commanding officer orders bayonets 
unfixed. (5) Question too broad. State what specific 
commands you refer to. (6) Both the soldier and the 
instructor are equally governed by the Drill Regulations. 
The latter cannot give commands, except in accordance 
therewith. . 

F. D. F. asks: (1) In executing load (new manual, as 
applied to the Springfield rifle, caliber 45), is the muzzle 
dropped down, or is it held at the height of the chin while 
loading? (2) Being at port arms (new manual, as ap- 
plied to Springfield rifle, caliber 45), at command open 
chamber, should right hand. be placed on small of stock, 
or should it embrace the butt after executing this com- 
mand? Answer.—(1) The muzzle should be dropped, un- 
less your State has adested other regulations. The 
amended regulations, U. 8S. A., is adapted to magazine 
guns only. (2) Small of the stock unless otherwise di- 
rected by State reguluations. 


PRIZE DRILL asks: Suppose a squad or company to 
have executed “‘open chamber,” (for instance, in a prize 
drill), would they at command “close chamber,” resume 
the order individually or wait for the command “order 
arms?’ Answer.—Wait for the command order arms. 


CONSTANT READER.—A soldier whose term of en- 
listment expires while he is serving out sentence of court 
martial to confinement at hard labor, can be held by the 
military authorities until the said sentence shall have 
expired. 


EAGLE PASS.—Maj. Gen. Miles has no brother or 
son in the Army. If a Ist Sergeant should receive a pass 
or be excused from roll call, he would be in duty bound 
to acquaint the next senior non-commissioned officer on 
duty, unless the company commander should order differ- 
ently.

CANADA ARMING. 
(From the Toronto Globe.) 

Ottaava, Sept. 30.—In connection with a recent cable 
in the press from Birmingham, it is now learned that 
the government originally ordered under the vote passed 
by the late government 16,000,000 rounds of 303 am- 
munition for the new Lee-Enfield rifles, of which, by- 
the-bye, 40,000 stand have been delivered and are now in 
stock. When 12,000,000 rounds had been received the 
militia authorities came to the conclusion that no more 
would be required, and decided to take instead of the 
balance of 4,000,000 rounds, the equivalent in field ord- 
nance, In this way they got two additional batteries of 
artillery, making, with the six previously purchased, an 
equipment of eight batteries, each consisting of six 
12-pounders, or in all forty-eight new field guns. Six 
of these batteries have already arrived, one each for 
A and B batteries and the Toronto, Ottawa, Montreal, 
and Hamilton field batteries. Of the two yet to be re- 
ceived one will probably be given to the Neweastle, N. 
B., battery and the other to the Sydney Field Battery. 
The necessity for the additional 4,000,000 rounds re- 
ferred to no longer exists, as the Dominion catridge fac- 
tory at Cuebee has for several months been turning out 
.803 cordite ammunition, quite as good as the English 
make, at the rate of 1,500,000 rounds per year.

8th NEW YORK.—COL. CHAUNCEY. 

The Sth Regt., New York, opened the drill season of 
1897-98 on Friday, Oct. 1, with a review and parade and 
the annual ceremony of swearing allegiance to the col- 
ors.

Undress, officers, 
maltese crosses, red enamel, on collar; men, sleeve de- 
vice, gold rifle embroidered on red stripe. Sharpshooters 
—Full dress, shield of commonwealth in coin silver, sup- 
ported by rifle green ribbon with red, white and blue 
tricolor in center. Undress, officers, maltese crosses for 
collar in black enamel; men, sleeve device, yellow silk 
rifle on red stripe. First-class marksmen—F ull dress, 
shield of commonwealth in silver on red enamel, support- 
ed by rifle green ribbon with red stripe. Undress, tar- 
gets, collar device. Second-class marksmen—I'u!! dress, 
shield of commonwealth in silver on white enamel. sup- 
ported by rifle green ribbon with white stripe. Undress, 
targets, collar device. Third-class marksmen—F ull dress, 
shield of commonwealth, silver on blue enamel, support- 
ed by rifle green ribbon with blue stripe. Undress, tar- 
gets, collar device. The decorations for efficiency in re- 
volver practice will be as follows: First-class marksmen 
—Full dress, shield of commonwealth in bronze on red 
enamel, supported by rifle green ribbon with red lines. 
Undress, patch of same ribbon, not over one-quarter inch 
long, on left breast. Second-class marksmen—F ull dress, 
shield of commonwealth in bronze on white enamel. sup- 
ported by rifle green ribbon with white lines. Undress, 

atch of same ribbon, not over one-quarter inch long on 
eft breast. 

Requalification will be designated by a strap clasp on 
the supporting ribbon, of the s»me metal as the device, 
and bearing date of requalification. 

At every fifth requalification the four bronze or silver 
clasps will be returned and a gold clasp engraved with 
the date issned. 

Military decorations issued become the property of 
those receiving them only on condition that they shall 
not be worn with citizen’s dress. Decorations displayed 
on civil dress may be confiscated by any officer, whether 
in or out of uniform, and returned to headquarters, 
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There will be no change in the distinguished marks. 
man’s bronze star. These, with the gold medals, will be 
manufactured as at present. 

The collar device for undress has not been changed, ex. 
cept in the case of enlisted men who have become sharp- 
shooters or distinguished marksmen. For these a sleeve 
device, a gold rifle on a scarlet field, is substituted.

NEW YORK’S “STATE MATCH.” 


To the Editor of the ““Army and Navy Journal.” 

The New York “State Match” has been for yéars 4 
misnomer. Although the prize (valued at $300) is offer- 
ed by the State for competition to teams from reginients 
and separate companies, the conditions have been such 
as to confine the match exclusively to regimental teams 
from the 1st and 2d Brigades. Taking the figures of the 
Adjutant General’s report for 1896 as the basis of com- 
parison, and leaving out of consideration the cavalry. 
signal corps, artillery and naval reserve, which are armed 
with different weapons from the infantry, the Ist and 
2d Brigades form 60 per cent. of the National Guard eli- 
gible to the competition, and yet for a period of fifteen 
years, since 1882, the remaining 40 per cent. has not 
taken part in the competition until the present year, One 
reason is that the match is always held at Creedmoor 
and the expense of the long journey, etc., has been 
a practical barrier to “up-state” organizations. The for- 
ty-four separate companies have had another reason for 
not entering the match. Hitherto teams of twelve men 
have been required, and as the average number of men 
per separate company has been about 78 and the average 
membership of the regiments has been about 540, it will 
be noted that each separate company would have to fur- 
nish one team map for every 7 members, while the regi- 
ments would have to furnish one team man for every 
forty-five members. It will be seen’ that the 
separate companies have been heavily and = un 
justly handicapped. This year Gen. W. M. Kirby, 
the inspector general of rifle practice (who is an eminent- 
ly fair and capable official and has already made numer 
ous improvements in his department) modified the rule 
and permitted separate companies to enter teams of six 
and their score to be multiplied by two. Under the stim- 
ulus of this action two separate company teams were en 
tered and obtained third and fifth places in the match, 
ten teams competing. Another injustice at Creedmoor 
in this match is the fact that the Ist and 2d Brigade reg- 
iments shoot their brigade matches on the same day and 
previous to the State match. This practice is of grea: 
benefit, as is shown by the fact that six of the eight regi- 
mental teams in this year’s State match greatly improved 
their scores in that match over those made in the brig- 
ade matches shot just before. The “up-state” teams, of 
course, had no practice on the range that day, before the 
match, : 

The company is the practical unit of organization in 
the State troops, and any match which is to be called a 
“State match” should be a company competition. This 
would be a fair and equitable provision for the entire 
infantry force of the State and if the annual competitions 
conducted under State auspices and open to the whole 
Guard should be held alternately at Creedmoor. Tona 
wanda and Bath-on-the-Hudson) the ranges of the four 
brigades), there could be no cause for just complaint ov 
the part of any one. To satisfy regimental rivalry. a 
separate “regimental prize’ should also be offered by the 
State. The changes suggested would not meet the ap- 
proval of the “Greater New York" troops—but they are 
in the line of fairness and equality to the whole Guard 
and will no doubt appeal to General Kirby’s sense of 
justice, and if made would add greatly to the interest 
felt in rifle practice throughout the State. 2
